in the Citronelle field, a min- 
eral deed indicated today. 


The deed, filed in Mobile 
probate court yesterday, listed 
Edwin W. Pauley, wealthy oil 
man and former secretary and 
treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee, as the 
seller. 


The deed carried a recording 
tax stamp valued at $500, but 
it could not be determined im- 
mediately what price Truman 
paid for his interest in the 
wells. 

Another deed, with the same 
value stamp, listed sale of in- 
terest in the four wells to an 
Edward W. Carter by Pauley, 
former president of the Inde- 
pendent Petroleum Association 
and holder of several govern- 
ment posts. 

One of the wells is in the 
southeastern part of the 123- 
well field in north Mobile 
county, and the other three 
are in the northwestern part. 


Former President Ha S. 
Truman, reached by telephone 
in New York, declined to com- 
ment on the Mobile dispatch. 
When asked if he wished to 
deny the report, he said, “I 
just do not wish to comment.”

He came 
back the next day or the day 
after. as | recall, with a court 
reporter. Mr. Angland remind- 
ed me I was under federal sen- 
tence and suggested I should 
co-operate fully.” 

Hodge is serving a 10-year 
federal sentence concurrently 
with the state sentence in con- 
nection with cashing of bogus 
state checks at the Southmoor 
Bank & Trust Co., Chicago. He | 
is subject to a five-year period 
of probation after the sentence 
is served. 

The former state auditor said 
he gave Angland a statement 
after being reminded of the 
federal term. 

“The man who spoke to me 
about the television channel 
was one of the Cohens,’ "Hodge 
said.

Police records of 16 gang- 
sters, former convicts and la- 
bor leaders, especially informa- 
tion pertaining to narcotics, 
were furnished federal agents 
last week by St. Louis police, 
it was learned yesterday. 

The information, requested 
by Harry Anslinger, head of 
the Federal Narcotics Bureau, 
apparently indicated that an- 
other undercover investfgation 
of suspected criminal activity 
in the St. Louis area had been 
launched at Washington. Previ- 
ously there have been inquiries 
here by agents of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and 
agents of the Senate rackets 
committee. 


Among those named by Ans- 
linger in his request included 
Anthony Giardano, Ralph Cal- 
ico, Isadore Londe, Joseph 
Costello, Elmer (Dutch) Dowl- 
ing, Sam Magin and Robert 
(Barney) Baker.

The  glass-inclosed 
units include in separate but 
adjoining areas a head nurse’s 
office, clinical nursing area, 
nursing service center, and a 
staff conference room, which 
will also be used for teaching 
purposes. 

To provide the reassurance 
needed by the patient, the sta- 
tion is in contact with every 
patient’s room by means of a 
two - way intercommunication 
system. A second intercom 
links the station with the other 
three floors of the clinic. The 
intercom in the patient’s room 
places him in close psycholog- 
ical contact with the nurse at 
all times, as does the ¢lass-in- 
closed station itself. The cen- 
tral location of the station is a 
departure from earlier hospital 
architecture which tradition- 
ally places. the station at the 
end of the hall. 

Each floor of the clinic has 
a predominant pastel color 
scheme and includes an all- 
purpose treatment room 
flanked by two four-bed recov- 
ery rooms and a solarium, with 
television, radio and .wired 
music. The first floor includes 
two large occupational and rec- 
reational therapy rooms and a 
large dividable dining room, 
with tables set for four. 

The Laboure Clinic will be 
headquarters for the Hospital's 
proposed dav and night care 
programs, which will function 
independently of the in-pa- 
tient-service of the Clinic.

Front Yard Can Serve 
You and ‘The Joneses’ 


By ROBERT E. GOETZ 
Landscape Architect. 


Two extremes have existed in the designing of residential 
front yards—from extreme privacy to extreme openness. 

Mexican, French and other European city homes have for 
centuries utilized the walled entrance garden with the wall or 
fence extending to the street. This type of design is excellent 
in obtaining maximum privacy and utilizing a small lot to its 
fullest. The chief disadvantage of the walled garden is the 
bleak appearance from the street. For this reason. Americans 
rebelled and adopted a completely open front yard which was 
given entirely to enhancing the appearance of the house. In 
doing so, they lost the use of a large percentage of their prop- 
erty and lost the opportunity of creating special effects for 
their own enjoyment. 

The time has arrived to analyze our front yards to see 
if we may have the advantages of each extreme without the 
disadvantages. In this analysis, the landscape architect con- 
siders the three following factors important: (1) That the ap- 
pearance of the house is enhanced by the landscaping. (2) That 
a view from the inside of the house is developed (this is 
especially important with the greater use of picture windows). 
(3) That a psychological mood of entering the home before 
you enter the house is created 

One way of combining these three factors is the develop- 

ment of a courtyard garden as in the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
Kenneth Humphrey, Fairmont Additions, Alton, Ill... An open 
courtyard or patio was created at the entrance by enclosing 
the area with a yew hedge. This area is paved with brick 
which matches the house and is penetrated by a concrete walk | 
leading to the entrance. Much of the area is allotted to a 
free form plant bed with a clump white birch rising from a 
bed of evergreen ivy to provide a point of interest. A bed of 
evergreen myrtle ground cover in front of the yew hedge gives 
a broad base and contrast of textures, and eliminates grass 
cutting, trimming and edging at the base of the hedge. The 
balance of the planting around the house was kept very simple. 
Next to the courtyard and carrying around the northeast 
corner of the house is a simple mass of ilex hetzi. a variety 
of thé broad leaved evergreen Japanese holly. This is a 
spreading plant which grows together in a low mass by in- 
formal trimming, and contrasts with the dense texture of 
the formally clipped yew hedge. As the simple, low lines 
of modern homes call for simplicity and restraint in planting 
design, upright evergreens were eliminated with the ex- 
ception of two cannarti junipers on the west side which were 
trimmed as a hedge to conceal an air-conditioning unit. 

In this era of rising property values and maintenance 
costs, home owners in cities and suburbs should determine 
the amount of property serving their special needs versus the 
amount they have declared as “public property.” 

By using a fresh approach, the landscape architect can 
help the home owner achieve a front yard landscape design 
which serves his private needs, and meets community standards, 


In Garden. Everything 


Is Beginning 


By PAUL M. BERNARD

Everything is beginning to 
pop in gardens now that we 


have had our first sustained 
warm spell. Vegetables are 
growing—so are the weeds. 
Bugs have invaded the prem- 
ises and conditions for the de- 
velopment of some of our foli- 
age diseases are now present. 
So let's talk about some of the 
things we can or should be 
doing in our gardens this week. 

There is still time to plant 
most of our warm season 
crops. They include the Ss&0- 
lanceous vegetables — tomato, 
pepper, and eggplant; the vine 
crops—cucumber, muskmelon, 
squash, and watermelon; beans, 
both green and lima—it’s get- 
ting a little late to plant pole 
beans: and sweet corn, okra, 
and sweetpotatoes round out 
the list of summer vegetables 
that can be planted now. 

Such crops as peas, potatoes, 
greens, carrots, beets, broccoli, 
and cabbage are now making 
good growth. Keep them culti- 
vated. Don't let the soil pack 
tight as this excludes air from 
the root system. AS wet as ils 
been this spring, the soil is 


to Pop 


likely to be packed consideéra- 
bly, so keep cultivating to keep 
the weeds down. 


Remember that frequent~ 
once a week—cultivation keeps 
this chore easy. Use a hand 
wheel cultivator, a garden trac- 
tor or rotary tiller, or the farm 
tractor if your garden is set 
up for this type of cultivation, 
You will still need to use the 
hand hoe on some crops to 
get the weeds between the 
plants. Be sure the hoe is 
clean and sharp, and keep it 
sharp 


Shallow cultivation should be 
the keynote for this gardening 
chore. Remember that the root 
systems of most of our vege- 
tables are within one or two 
inches of the surface of the 
soil. Deep cultivation may re- 
sult in severe root pruning and 
subsequent harm to your vege- 
tables 

This warm weather has real- 
ly brought out the bugs, Those 
most likely to cause considere- 
able damage include the Colo- 
rado potato bug, bean leaf bee- 
tle, striped and 12-spotted cu- 
cumber beetles, several types 
of flea beetles—tiny jumping

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SAYS NAVY PREFERS | 
MONKEYS FOR SPACE 


Monkeys will be used by the 
Navy in any animal - bearing 
satellite, Capt. Norman Lee 
Barr, director of the Navy's 
Space Medicine Division, said 
here today. He added that he 
did not know when a satellite 
with a monkey in it would be 
launched. 

Capt. Barr of the Naval Med- 
ical Research Institute, Bethes- 
da, Md., said the principal rea- 
son for sending monkeys in 
wiviting satellites, instead of 
dogs or any other animal, is 
that monkeys’ responses are 
closer to those of humans. 

“In the second place,” he 
added, “a monkey can be 
trained to pull levers and per- 
form other tasks so that we 
can get some measure of per- 
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formance of the animal in 
gravity-free space.” 


The Navy is training colonies | 


of monkeys at Bethesda, he 
said. There are marmosets, 
squirrel monkeys, rhesus mon- 
keys and chimpanzees, all of 
various sizes, ‘because we 
don't know yet what size ani- 


mal would be ideal for the | 


compartment that will be de- 
signed.” 

Capt. Barr, who is in St. 
Louis attending the meetings 
of the American College ot 
Cardiologists at Hotel Chase, 
said that with a monkey in a 
space satellite it will be pos- 
sible to determine the influ- 
ence of a gravity-free space on 
the physiology of the animal. 
He noted that the speed of 
the heart and breathing are 
controlled to a degree by 
gravity. 

When a monkey or several 
monkeys are sent.into space in 
a satellite, he said, several 
others on the ground will he 
subject to conditions as simi- 
lar as those in space as pos- 


oe.

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sible. This will be observed by 
scientists in an effort to de- 
termine what the animals in 
the satellite are experiencing. 

“We hope to learn the total 
stress on the animal,” Capt. 
Barr said, adding, “that means 
the stress on its poeeeey and 
also the psychological stress.”

URGES POLIO SHOTS FOR ALL 
9 MONTHS TO 40 YEARS OLD 


Everyone from three months 
to 40 years of age should re- 
ceive lio immunization, Dr. 
J. Karl Smith, health commis- 
sioner, said yesterday in his 
weekly newsletter. The polio 
season is here, he said, and ar- 
rangements with physicians or 
clinics should be made to re- 
ceive polio vaccine. 

A study of polio immuniza- 
tion data indicates that only 
51 per cent of St. Louis school 
children, ege 5 through 19 
years, have received protective 
inoculations, Dr. Smith stated. 
Apparently only 35 per cent of 
the infants and pre-school 
group have received any polio 
vaccine, he added. 

Dr. Smith asserted that the 
percentages “are far too low.” 
The second inoculation is given 
one month after the first and 
the third seven months to one 
year after the second, he said.

WASHINGTON, May 24 (UPI) 


—The Post Office said today 


it made more than $335,000 last 
year by auctioning off thou- | 
sands of items from poorly | 
wrapped and improperly la- 
beled parcel post packages. 
Postmaster General Arthur | 
E. Summerfield said the value | 


of the items ranged “from a | 


few pennies to hundreds of 


| dollars.” 


In a statement calling for 
more careful wrapping and la- 
beling, Summerfield said the | 
lost articles includes watches, | 
earrings, medicines, vitamin 
pills, clothing, smoked meats, 
stationery and garden supplies. 

The auctions are generally 
held twice a year at 15 re- 
gional post offices in the Unit- 
ed States, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. Some items, such as live- 
stock and perishable goods, are 
auctioned off immediately. 
| The Chicago Post Office 
raised the most from its auc- 
| tions last year, $112,757. 
| Summerfield said each month 
large post offices handle about 
-1000 items which fall out of 
poorly wrapped packages. 
“Many other items,” he said, 
cannot be delivered because of 
“grossly inadequate or im- 
proper addressing.” 

Such items are held at the 
local post office for 60 days, 
he explained. After that they

LL OVER FRANCE committees for Gen. Charles de Gaulle are being 
secretly formed, and while their existence is screened by the censor- 
ship applied by the government in Paris they are preparing for the re- 


turn to power of the hero, 

They are made up of small business 
men, farmers, some upper civil servants 
and older people living on pensions. They 
share not so much a sense of hero worship 
as a deep disillusion with things as they 
are and a conviction that De Gaulle may 
be able to do what has to be done for 
France, 

They assume the General is coming 
to power, This is the widely accepted 
belief here in Paris despite the large 
majority given in the Assembly to the 
Pflimlin Government, No one professes 
to know just when or how it will come 

about but the fatalistic acceptance of 
the event is expressed in the shrug of 
the taxi driver who says: “Oh well, we 
had better see what he can do.” 

The rightists parties are preparing for 
it, and particularly the Peasants Party of 
former Premiers Antoine Pinay and’ 
Joseph Laniell. They might even pave 
the way for the General to take over 
legally by putting together a coalition of 


rightists parties that would vote against 


higher taxes or the constitutional reforms 
that Premier Pflimlin has said are essen- 
In that event the Communists would 
vote with the other left parties and with 
some of the center and the specter of 
a “popular front” would precipitate a new 
crisis and Pflimlin would fall.

THE RELATIONSHIP of the Commu- 
nists to De Gaulle and De Gaulleism is 
one of the mysterious unknowns in this 
weird political tangle, The line out of | 
Moscow has become increasingly moder- | 
ate, with stress on the fact that it was 
after all De Gaulle who, as Premier after | 
the war, went to Moscow and reached an 
agreement with the Soviet Union. Plainly 
implied is the possibility that something 
very like this could happen again. 

Certainly if De Gaulle came to power | 
the Communist-dominated Confederation 
of Trade Unions would demonstrate. | 
There might be temporary work stop- | 
pages. But the belief of knowledgeable | 
observers is that this would not seriously 
interfere with the General's assumption 
of broad and arbitrary powers.

Why This Sea of Troubles 


The common denominator of American Te 
verses overseas is not hard to identify. As 


events unfold in Africa, the Middle East, In- ~ 


donesia and Latin America—all to the disad- 
vantage of United States foreign policy—it is 
borne in upon us that our interests are the 
victim of our national immobility. 

If we fall back from one prepared position 
to another, it is because we have no policy for 
going forward. American diplomacy rests on 
the premise of a static defense. Throughout 
the underdeveloped areas where alarming ex- 
pressions of anti-Americanism have been oc- 
curring, our policy has been wedded to the 
status quo. Since the status quo everywhere 
in these former colonial regions is crumbling, 
is it any wonder that American feadership 
should be crumbling with it? 

Vice President Nixon has had some inter- 
esting and valuable suggestions to make since 
returning from his disastrous Latin American 
tour. He says what many others have been 
saying for years—that our emissaries over- 
seas support the entrenched interests and fail 
utterly to understand the aspiring peoples; 
that we have become identified with dictators 
at a time when a great upwelling of popular 
revolution is taking place all over the world; 
that our trade policies, our recession and our 
race relations are steadily dividing us from 
the forces that are on the march to power. 

~ * * 

All this is true. And yet it will take more 
than a slick public relations job—more than 
learning the techniaue of shaking hands—to 
set things right. The reappraisal for which 
Mr. Nixon and others call must be directed 
not only to the improvement of manners but 
to basic questions of policy. Good will tours 
must take second place to ideas. Loans and 
grants must be made fruitful by understand- 
ing. Diplomacy must be fashioned not to 
shore up things as they are, but to identify 
American interests with things as they are 
going to be. 

It would be unrealistic not to recognize 
that the principal obstacle to change is Sec- 
retary Dulles. He demonstrated this again 
last week at his news conference. Confronted 
with fiery unrest everywhere in the underde- 
veloped regions, he chose to dismiss it all as 
the work of a few rowdies, and to say: “I do 
not believe that there is anything basically 
different that we can do ...I do not think 
it calls for any basic change in American pol- 
icies.”” 

When Mr. Dulles came into office he in- 
herited a set of military alliances, a policy of 
containment and a foreign aid program. In 
essentials he has never moved beyond this 
point. But the world has moved. Soviet Rus- 
sia has moved. The forces of nationalism and 


_—— 


popular revolution have moved. The United 
States urgently needs to catch up with all this. 

Everywhere Dulles’s policy is to stand 
pat, to avoid , to ride out storms, to 
wait and see—and hope that a Soviet collapse 
or some other outside event will solve our 
problems. | : | 

In Europe he resists diplomatic settlements 
in the unshared hope that Soviet power will 
some day retreat in confusion. In the Middle 
East he supports a dying feudal structure 
while the Arab world flames with new na- 
tionalism. In Southeast Asia he takes his stand 
on an imitative military alliance which has 
proved wholly irrelevant to the seething 
crises of Indonesia, Burma, Ceylon, India. In 
the Far East he bases policy on the supyort 
of a fading warlord in Formosa, and doggedly 
refuses to face the fact of 500,000,000 Chinese 
under Communist leadership on the mainland.

Let it be admitted that there are weighty 
problems which no Secretary of State could 
solve. America is not omnipotent. The cur- 
rents of change afoot in the world are too 
powerful to be shaped by any one nation. 
Nevertheless, a farsighted foreign policy 
could recognize change, anticipate it, adjust 
to it. Instead of being stuck with obsolescent 
rulers and sheiks and dictators, American 
policy could identify itself with the emerging 
forces of popular revolution. Instead of re- 
treating from position to position, American 
interests could go forward with the peoples 
who are struggling toward a new day. 

Five months ago it was suggested in these 
columns that the free world faced a crisis of 
leadership which could only be resolved by 
fresh ideas, renewed energy, and creative 
statesmanship in the State Department. Far 
from being resolved, the crisis grows more 
serious with every passing month.

Mr. Dulles has real and useful qualities: 
he is able, experienced, possessed of inex- 
haustible energy and a selfless dedication to 
what he conceives to be the national interest. 
But more and more he has tended to carry 
foreign policy in his hat, to the exclusion of 
advisers. More and more he has shown that 
failure to adapt to new situations which he 
himself expressed last week: “I do not be- 
lieve that there is anything basically different 
that we can do...” 

The profound defeatism implicit in that 
statement is the real source of the sea of 
troubles that besets American leadership. As 
we said last December: the finest service Mr. 
Dulles could render the nation would be to 
step aside, and turn over the State Depart- 
ment to younger. bolder, more adventurous, 
more understanding minds. 


A Welcome Sten on Tests 


President Eisenhower's proposal for a quick 
start on technical talks dealing with a nuclear 
test suspension may help to offset some of 
the blows which United States foreign policy 
has suffered in recent days. If the talks pro- 
ceed as expeditiously as their proposed begin- 
ning, and are not used to delay substantive de- 
cisions on an actual suspension of tests, they 
can provide the long awaited key to resolv- 
ing the disarmament deadlock. 

The present development is the result of 
concessions by both sides. The Russians gave 
up their insistence that a decision to suspend 
tests must precede technical discussions about 
the means of inspection. Our Government 
gave up its insistence that a test suspension 
should be tied to other measures including a 
ban on nuclear weapons production. It is by 
such give and take that meaningful negotia- 
tions must be approached. 

Why France is included in the President's 
proposed negotiations is somewhat puzzling. 
France is not a nuclear power, and her inclu- 
sion may give Russia the excuse to demand 
that other non-nuclear powers such as Pol- 
and and Czechoslovakia also be included. Let 
us hope that differences over this question 
and others place no obstacle in the way of 
prompt discussions. If it is true that a United 
Nations report is being prepared which will 
publish alarming new data on fallout, world 
pressures for a test suspension may be ex- 
pected to increase sharply this summer. Our 
Government ought to be prepared by getting 
the technical talks well under way before- 
hand. 


The Maypole is Fun 


The House has resolved that May 1 shall 
be Loyalty Day. And the Senate may second 
the motion, making it official. We under- 
stand, however, that the resolution is not in- 
tended to reflect in any way on the Fourth 
of July. 

The House was worried because May 1 is 
celebrated as International Labor Day, and 
because the Communists “get in on the act” 
by marching in parades. No reflection is in- 
tended, we trust, on the anti-Communist 
trade unionists who also enjoy the day. 

All things considered, it might be best to 
dance around the Maypole on May 1 in the 
future as in the past, and to be loyal every 
day in the future as in the past. 


Manuel Lisa’s Fur Warehouse 


Fur trader Manuel Lisa was born of a Span- 
ish father in New Orleans on the eve of 
the Revolution. One of the hardy souls who 
by 1790 had cast his lot with the cluster of 
log houses known as St. Louis, he traded sup- 
plies to the Osage Indians for pelts. He 
pushed up the Missouri and built a fort at the 
mouth of the Upper Big Horn. He joined 
Pierre Chouteau, William Clark and others 
in forming the famous Missouri Fur Co. In 
1811 his barge overtook the John Jacob Astor 
fur party in an exciting race to the Columbia 
river. In all he traveled 26,000 miles on the 
Missouri and related rivers before his death 
in 1820 and burial in Bellefontaine cemetery. 


It would seem that St. Louis ought to treas- 
ure any physical survival from the life and 
times of this pre-eminent pioneer. Yet word 
has just come out that his stone ware- 
house on the riverfront is scheduled to be 
torn down to make way for the monumental 
staircase of the National Park Servicé Memo- 
rial to Westward Expansion. Eero Saarinen’s 
original plan called for preserving “the Old 
Rock House,” but the recent revision, worked 
out to accommodate the railroads, marks it 
for destruction. 

Surely it is not too much to hope that the 
designer will have still another look at the 
plan. Even if the old house was rebuilt in 
1941, it was restored on its original site, in 
part with the original stone. Moreover it

Too Many Politicians Around 


It is not necessary to come to hard and fast 
conclusions about the handling by the Federal 
Communications Commission of the Spring- 
field (Ill.) Channel 2 television case to find 
improper influences at work. Right in the 
middle of it all was ex-Auditor Orville E. 
Hodge, who is now in the Menard State Peni- 
tentiary on a plea of guilty to charges of loot- 
ing the taxpayers of his state of|more than 
$1,500,000, 

Hodge, who was riding high, wide and hand- 
some in the Illinois State Capitol in those 
days, went to Washington and talked about 
the WMAY case to one of the leading Repub- 
licans in Congress, Representative Arends of 
Illinois, whip of the House. Recalling it now 
that the House governmental agency subcom- 
mittee is looking into the record, Mr. Arends 
tells the Post-Dispatch that Hodge gave the 
impression he had a direct interest in the ap- 
plication. “I’ thought,” he said, “that Hodge 
was a part applicant.” 

Hodge and Arends were not the only 
prominent Republicans who got into the act. 
Everett M. Dirksen came onto the scene and 
the Illinois Senator, who is being groomed to 
succeed Senator Knowland as G.O.P. leader 
in the Senate, is quoted as saying that Leon- 
ard Hall “had become active in the case.” At 
that time, Hall was chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. Hodge, who never 
passed up a chance to advance his causes, 
broached the subject of the TV channel to 
Representative Simpson, also of Illinois. 


What is the matter with all this? One thing 
that is the matter is that FCC member Rob- 
ert E. Lee is alleged to have changed his vote 
on the Springfield channel after a session 
with Arends. Another thing that is the matter 
is that the federal law prohibits FCC mem- 
bers from discussing pending cases with 
persons outside the commission. Robert W. 
Lishman, chief counsel for the subcommittee, 
puts it this way: “Ex parte pressures,” forbid- 
den by law, “were more responsible for these 
(FCC) decisions” than the objective standards 
set up by the commission. The House investi- 
gators will serve the public by bringing out 
all the facts as they did in the Miami Chan- 
nel 10 case.

Success of Asian Democracy Depends on India 


Outcome Seen as ‘Far More Important’ Than the Race for Missiles

LONDON. 

There is far too much talk about 
this being the Space Age. It is more 
likely to be known to historians as 
the Age of the Asian Revolution. For 
it is in Asia, and other undeveloped 
parts of the world, that rapid changes 
are taking place which affect the 
lives of two-thirds of the earth's 
population. 


For virtually all the uncommitted 
countries of the world, the most im- 
portant aspect of national life is 

not what form of

. a, That is what the 
Public Opinion Asian Revolution 
is all about: how

This twentieth century version of 
our Industrial Revolution is some- 
thing in common between Ghana and 
China, India and Rhodesia. The di- 
viding line is not the aim (higher liv- 
ing standards); not the practical 
method (irrigation and hydroelectric 
power for industrialization); it is the 
political system (revolution by force 
or by consent). 


Across this dividing line stand the 
two champions: China, the standard- 
bearer of the Communist world and 
the revolution by force, and India, 
the standard-bearer of the Free 
World and revolution by consent. 


So far the West has been slow to 
recognize that Nehru’s India is the 
standard bearer of the Free World 
in Asia. Equally blind is India in 
failing to recognize the extent to 
which her future is intertwined with 
the great democracies. 

A good deal of the blame can be 
placed on India’s leaders, partic- 


The Defiance of Gov. 


Gov. Faubus has perfected a stand- 
ard routine for his appearances be- 
fore the “foreign press,” for which 
he now blames the rioting at Cen- 
tral High School.

ularly Mr. Nehru and Mr. Krishna 
Menon. Both these brilliant men 
have spent so much of their lives in 
opposition that they have not fully 
adapted themselves to the position 
of responsible leaders. 


In particular this is so over for- 
eign affairs where they have both 
confused foreign policy with foreign 
commentary. In English terms Mr. 
Nehru has confused being a pillar of 
the state with being a columnist in 
the New Statesman. In American 
terms both men have failed to dis- 
tinguish between the roles of Mr. 
Lippmann and Mr. Dulles. 

The result is all too well known to 
those of us who have covered the 
New Delhi beat, or the United Na- 
tions. 

When any international event oc- 
curs it is always possible to get a 
detailed commentary on it from one 
of India’s leaders, and the com- 
mentary is nearly always idealistic, 
failing to take into account the real- 
ities which practical, democratic pol- 
iticians have to bear in mind. 


In other words, like most inde- 
pendent-minded commentators, the 
spokesmen from India are critical, 
and tend to criticize first their own 
side. 

Inevitably this leaves the impres- 
sion of carping hostility, of the un- 
wanted candid friend. Neutralism 
has come to mean for many in the 
West, neutral against us. Yet that 
is, in fact, a superficial judgment 
based on commentary, not on action. 

In action Mr. Nehru’s policies are 
very different. First of all in spite 
of all the pressures and all. the 
pledges to leave the Commonwealth. 
Mr. Nehru from 1947 onward has 
kept India ‘(and thus all the other 
new colored Dominions) within this 
West-centered organization. 


Second, one has only to travel in 
the Himalayas, which separate India 
from the Chinese Communist em- 
pire, to see how desperately India is 
working to keep that strategic area 
under her own control. 

In Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan there

Which matters more about India, 
Menon’s dislike of the Baghdad Pact, 
or the fact that twice in 10 years 
200 million Indians have trudged 
through the heat to choose their gov- 
ernment in free elections? 

The future of democracy in Asia 
‘and so probably in the whole “un- 
derdeveloped world”) depends on its 
success in India. But democracy is 
not struggling to survive, it is strug- 
gling to be born. 

That is-what makes India so ex- 
citing a place to live in today, and 
should make it a place where the 
Free World feels its most vital inter- 
ests are at stake.

| Shift to Democrats. 


Dulles’s remarks tended to 
shift the onus to Congress and 
to the Democrats. He pointed 
out that Congress added the 
amendment, and he linked it 
to an important Democratic 
member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Senator 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. 

Mansfield later rejected Dul- 
les’s interpretation. The sole 


language was too broad. He 
said it “seems to call for Unit- 
ed States armed action to pre- 
serve the integrity of all the 
Middle East states not merely 
against a Communist armed at- 
tack but against any external 
attack.” 

He objected also that it 
“could be interpreted as de- 
signed to establish unilaterally 
a United States protectorate 
over the area, irrespective of 
the desires or requests of the 
|countries themselves, and as 
‘such it might well be resisted 
in the area.” 

Now that the same language 
suits his purpose, the Secre- 
tary has swallowed his objec- 
tions.

‘'*TWO WOMEN’’ by 
Alberto Moravia marks a 
significant change of attitude 
on the part of this important 
Italian novelist. In his pre- 
vious works Moravia was 
seemingly so fascinated with 
the morbid and degenerate 
aspects of human nature that 
the reader had difficulty in 
locating his frame of refer- 
ence. One could only assume 
that some pristine, neglected 
and forgotten racial ideal 
had lingered in his memory 
as a personal yardstick. By 
applying this standard he 
could make certain rough 
distinctions of a faintly moral 
nature even though his char- 
acters seemed to be guided 
by nothing except fear and 
desire. 

In “Two Women,” how- 
ever, we are back in a more 
familiar climate where dig- 
nity, courage, piety and com- 
passion again have some 
meaning. This is not to say 
that Moravia has shrouded 
his characters in a haze of 
sentiment, He is as objective 
as ever; he tells a plain un- 
varnished tale and spares no- 
body. But conscience oper- 
ates as a living force through- 
out his narrative. 

The two women in ques- 
tion are Cesira, a widow in 
her late 30s, and her daugh- 
ter Rosetta. ,In the final 
stages of the great war 
Cesira decides to close her 
grocery shop in Rome and 
seek refuge in her native 
Ciocaria, a mountainous dis- 
trict lying toward Naples. 
Up to that time Cesira has 
fared unusually well and has 
accumulated a tidy bundle of 
lire through clever buying 
and selling in the black mar- 
ket. Growing food shortages 
and rumors that Rome may 
become a battleground force 
her to take notice of the 
war but only because it 
threatens her with hardships 


she had never known before . 


CESIRA AND ROS- 
ETTA start their journey 
in the belief that they need 
be gone only long enough to 
buy a supply of food from 


the peasants in a place where 
they will be safe from bombs 
and paratroopers. Cesira is 
not interested in the outcome 
of the war. She doesn’t know 
what it’s all about though 
she hopes that whoever wins 
will win decisively so that 
she can go back to her 
grocery store and the pleas- 
ures of making money. 


Her first disillusionment 

comes with her arrival on 
foot at the village of Fondi 
after she and Rosetta have 
been put off the train a mile 
down the tracks. The village 
is abandoned, many of the 
houses are boarded up or 
falling into decay and the 
scene is one of desolation as 
far as the eye can see. The 
two women then move by 
slow stages in the general 
direction of her birthplace 
but they come to rest, finally, 
with a group of peasants 
holed up in primitive huts on 
the terraced land of the 
mountainside. 
HERE THEY await the 
approach of the “English’’—a 
term which covers both the 
English and the Americans— 
in a situation that becomes 
progressively more harrow- 
ing. The peasants who have 
given them a refuge—for a 
price—care as little about 
world politics as Cesira and 
if they favor an “English” 
victory it is only because 
they expect the allied 
armies, who have landed at 
Salerno, to bring quantities 
of food with them. In con- 
trast to these earthbound 
yokels a young. student, 
Michele Festa, who has de- 
serted from the Italian army, 
gives them a glimpse of a 
new world: the life of the 
mind 

Nine months pass before 
Cesira and Rosetta start their 
return trip. During that in- 
terval they suffer extreme 
privation, grave risks and 
finally an act of violence that 
transforms the beautiful, de- 
vout and virginal Rosetta 
into a_ virtual prostitute, 
Both women have undergone 
a critical internal change. 
They have seen life at its

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rawest and the reader is per- 
mitted to infer that they have 
distilled a deposit of wisdom 
from their experience which 
will save them. 


The vitality of this story 
comes out primarily in its 
clear, discerning character 
portrayals and the creation 
of atmosphere. This is true 
not only for Cesira, Rosetta 
and Michels but also for the 
minor characters who drift 
in and out of the scene and 
whose love of money is sec- 
ond only to their passion for 
food. The human aspect of 
the story — the people and 
the events that befall them— 
would be enough in itself to 
keep the story magnetically 
alive. 


BEYOND THIS, how- 
ever, is a close-up view of 
war and its effects that is all 


the more arresting for being 
free from heavy moralizing: 
“War is war” says Concetta, 
a rapacious harpy who gives 
the two women a temporary 
shelter; and this is her justi- 


fication for every act of 
thievery, betrayal and de- 
bauchery she commits or 


abets. To Cesira this means 
that war not only destroys 
life and the means of living 
but also the difference be- 
tween good and evil. And 
this, to her, is war's most 
dreadful atrocity. 

The only implausible fea- 
ture of “Two Women” arises 
from a feature that might 
have been avoided. It is told 
in the first person by Cesira 
who is represented as an un- 
read peasant woman with no 
knowledge of the world. But 
she is as articulate, as adept 
at examining ideas as—well, 
as Mr. Moravia. 

With this exception “Two 
Women” is a novel that com- 
bines artistic distinction with 
the color and impact of first 
hand experience.

IT IS, AT THE MOMENT, fash- 


' jonable to reappraise American foreign 


policies. What went wrong when Vice 
President Nixon visited Latin America? 
How useful is NATO when France is 
in such deep trouble? What of Ameri- 
can relations with the Middle East, Asia 
and Africa? What is the significance 
for us in the Russian rocketry develop- 
ments, signalized by the launching of 
Sputniks I, II and III? 


Confusing and conflicting answers 
are available. Official Washington, 
understandably, prefers superficial 
answers: nothing really is wrong; per- 
haps a few changes are indicated here 
and there, and a little more high-pres- 
sure salesmanship. Day by day, area 
by area, newspaper reports provide in- 
creasing reason for disquiet. 

We do not have in this country, how- 
ever, the kind of responsible, consistent 
and for a good bit of the time construc- 
tive criticism of government policies 
that in Britain is provided by the politi- 
cal party which happens to be out of 
power, but is organized around a 
“shadow cabinet” kept on the ready to 
resume a governing role with its own 
get of policies. 

The. closest thing to this kind of 
criticism is to be found in books written 
by people who have had the experience 
of administering policies of the Ameri- 
¢an political party now out of power, 
when it was in power. Dean Acheson, 
the former Secretary of State, under 
the Democrats, is one of these writers. 


Finletter is another. He has served 
hs Secretary of the Air Force and as 
Special Assistant Secretary of State un- 
der Democratic Administrations. By pro- 
fession a New York lawyer, he is an 
amateur in world politics. He combines 
the undowbted advantages of his ama- 
fleur standing with close collaboration 
with some of the best professional 
scholars in the field, notably Walt W. 
Rostow of the M.1.T. Center for Inter- 
mationa] Studies. 


* The result, here, is a fine, well- 
founded view of the whole “American 
position” in the world. Finletter is 
critical of some of our present policies 
land practices. He is not, like Acheson, 
suffering from an overweening desire 
to defend his own former policies. He

FINLETTER BEGINS with a 
useful and compacted survey of the 
‘American position since World War II: 
*We moved out from isolation because 
ye realized that what other peoples 


taining” the Soviet Union, and “this 
defensive policy of ours is not getting 
us what we want.” 

What, then, must we do? 

First, says Finletter, “Our purpose 
must be to have a force so powerful 
and so well defended that it can accept 
a surprise attack by the Russians and 
have enough power left over that the 
Russians will not dare accept its coun- 
terblow.” How to achieve this is spelled 
out in some detail. 


Next, we must rebuild the “Grand 
Alliance” with Western Europe. He 
recognizes that this task runs against 
the problem of European colonialism; 
our task, he believes, is to help Euro- 
pean nations, our allies, to develop with 
us policies that will command the re- 
spect of peoples emerging from colonial- 
ism in Asia and Africa. 

THEN WE MUST look seriously to our 
policies toward Asia, Africa and the 


Middle East. “In the long run,” says. 


Finletter, we can expect that the future 
of the “underdeveloped areas” will be 
decided by the people who live in 
them. We cannot afford to alienate 
these emerging millions—the majority 
of mankind. 

To this end he recommends the sound 
and detailed program worked out by 
Rostow and Max Millikan for co-oper- 
ative economic development by the peo- 
ple of these areas and by the capital- 
producing people of Europe and North 
America. 


Politically, he finds there is much 
yet to be done. Notably, he discusses 
the touchy issue of Red China. Already, 
he points out, ‘nearly 30 countries have 
recognized the Chinese Communist 
regime and there is increasing senti- 
ment in the United Nations for accept- 
ing it as the representative of China

ON MARCH 3,1865, Lincoln's first 
term came to an end. Congress worked 
all night to finish its business before it 
was replaced by the new Congress.

Finletter discusses the objections to 
recognizing the fact of the effective 
control over mainland China exercised 
by the Mao Tse-tung government, but 
concludes on balance that we should 
recognize that regime as a part of an 
over-all settlement between us and the 
leading countries of Asia, and the Red 
Chinese government. This would in- 
clude a fair arrangement of the Formosa 
problem, And the result, he hopes, 
would be to begin to move again from 
an untenable position of appearing to 
support dependents only, in Asia. 

Finally, he believes we must stop 

working gingerly the edges of the dis- 
armament problem and plunge in— 
with a real proposal for world disarma- 
ment. From this we must move for- 
ward, toward law and order in world 
affairs: “If we really do believe that 
we must get rid of war and if we decide 
that we are going to put our backs 
into getting rid of it, we will then’ be 
forced into creating the institutions 
which will mark the beginning of a 
regime of world law.” 
ALL OF WHICH certainly does 
not add up to the only set of policies 
this country should adopt. No doubt 
improvements on and refinements of 
Finletter’s suggestions are possible. 

What seems beyond dispute, at this 
point in history, is that the present 
policies being administered by Wash- 
ington in the field of world politics are 
inadequate. Every ‘day brings fresh 
evidence of this. 

What Finletter has done is to reveal 
the inadequacies of our present policies 
more clearly, in the light of one possi- 
ble set of alternatives, carefully and 
responsibly worked out. For this he 
deserves praise—and a fair reading.

HERE IS ONE BOOK 
you don’t have to start at the 
beginning in order to enjoy. 
Nor do you have to share its 
author’s peculiar enthusiasm 
for family history. A. L. 
Rowse opens his account of 
the Churchills, beginning 
with the great Duke of Marl- 
borough’s grandsons, by say- 
ing: “No branch of history is 
more delightful than family 
history; nor, when all is said, 
is there any more real and 
truthful.” For myself, I 
much prefer to take my 
biographies singly. 

Heredity 4s, of course, a 
factor not to be slighted or 
overlooked in human affairs. 
Family characteristics do re- 
cur from generation to gen- 
eration and this fact has pro- 
vided historians with a focus 
of interest that has been well 
exploited in the case of sev- 
eral famous families: the 
Adamses, the Cecils, the Me- 
dicis, to name but three, in 
addition to the Churchills. 
Thus it is interesting to know 
how Winston came by his 
artistic talent—via the Spen- 
cers who married into the 
family by wedding the great 
Duke’s daughter Anne; but 
this is not essential knowl- 
edge. 

Also, it is instructive and 

not a little amusing to note 
how faithfully members of 
each generation of Spencer- 
Churchills reflected the 
changing temper and spirit 
of their age; how in turn they 
frolicked with the Whigs, 
were rakes with the Regent, 
and became sober with the 
Prince Consort. This is one 
of the themes of the story 
which prevents it from ever 
being dull. 
NOT THAT anything 
Rowse writes could possibly 
be dull. But I can as soon 
leave as take those not too 
important, and certainly not 
distinguished, dukes of Marl- 
borough, from the third to 
the ninth. 

A work of art should build 
to a climax — and what a 
climax this one builds to, in 
the life of the man who has 
brought even more glory to 
the name Churchill than his 
famous ancestor.

Again and again Rowse 
contrasts this with the way 
affairs were conducted under 
the Liberal government of 
which Churchill was a part, 
before 1914. Rowse, who 
once wrote finely about “the 
English Spirit,” finds in Sir 
Winston the perfect embodi- 
ment of that spirit, and he 
despises those politicians who 
did not measure up to the de- 
mands of that lofty standard.

PAUL HERMANN’S FIRST BOOK, “Conquest by 
Man,” was an international best-seller and was highly praised. 
for being both instructive and stimulating and for doing for 
early exploration and discovery what C. W. Ceram’s “Gods; 
Graves, and Scholars” had done for archeology. Even a quick 
browse through “The Great Age of Discovery,” his second 
book, suggests that it too will stir critical plaudits. 


It is a well-made book, physically; and its “apparatus” is 
unusually complete; a thorough index, from Abd-el-Krim te 
Tippu Tib and Bishop Zumarraga; a nine-page bibliography: 
that epitomizes the subject literature available in English, 
German, Spanish, French, Italian, and Latin; and guide-post 
chapter-headings that urge one on with tantalizing brevities: 
“The Indians are coming!” “Where is the Great Khan of 
Tartary?” “The ‘Black Friday’ of 1499.” “Of dragons that 
can neigh.” “Is it done to eat one’s wife?” Etc., etc. . .. 
Forty-four illustrations in the text, 42 maps, and 16 pages 
of photographs add effectively to the overall scrupulosity 
with which a myriad facts have been marshaled. And the 
translation by Arnold J. Pomerans from Mr. Hermann’s Ger- 
man is a fine demonstration of high competence in a diffi- 
cult art. 


Published in Germany in 1956 as “Zeight mir Adams 
Testament” and in England, now, as “The World Unveiled,”’ 
this book is indeed testament and unveiling of mankind’s 
visionary, courageous, indomitable treaders of the untrodden, 
expanders of frontiers, penetraters of no matter what formid- 
able barriers. The heaving and tumultuous oceans, the sear- 
ing deserts, the rank jungles, the implacable poles, the stony 
titans’ nests of mountain masses, the terra incognita of gorge, 
canyon, tundra, savannah, falls, caverns—what secret, sin- 
ister, seductive province of geography has not yielded, 
eventually, to the explorer and the mapper?

Magazines Find It ‘Cult of Pretense’ and ‘Cheap Esthetics’

THE FULLEST DRAWER of this 
desk is the one where odds and ends are 
laid away to await their time. Churn- 
ing around in this compost of clippings, 
mémos, interview notes and of jotted 
reminders whose connections have been 
irretrievably lost, is a Saturday Evening 
Post editorial. 

The editorial has worked to the top 
of these diggings of trivia several times 
since it was published last September 
21, and then been spaded back in for 
more ripening, Its heading is ‘Abstract 
Art Can't be as Mysterious as the 
Critics Tell us.” Well, the newest item 
in the pile is the April issue of the 
Atlantie Monthly, which has an article 
by Ernst Gombrich called “The Tyran- 
ny of Abstract Art,” with attention 
ealled to it on the cover. 

These two viewings with alarm, one 
from a great weekly family journal, the 
other from a magazine of long estab- 
lished prestige and stature, could easily 
start a trend rolling. 

It is not hard to envision magazine 
staff brainstorming conferences at 
which somebody might be speaking up 
with something like, “Look, Chief, how 
about getting with this abstract art 
deal? You know, like they hang it side- 
ways and nobody knows the difference, 
and they can’t tell a chimp from Kan- 
dinsky, and this guy wins a prize with 
his wiping rag? Give it the craze pitch, 
eh, Chief? People going for this stuff to 
impress their friends, our economy 


feeling the pinch, Russia getting, the 


jump on us—it’s got everything, and 
the beauty part of it is they can’t talk 
back because, when you get right down 
to it, what is this abstract art anyway? 
I saw a window full of it, and my kid 
brings better stuff home from kinder- 
garten. It’s a cult of pretense, right, 
Chief?” 

THAT, IN EFFECT, seems to be 
the essence of the Saturday Evening 
Post editorial, at any rate. If you hap- 
pen to own an abstract painting, pur- 
chased under the impression that you 
liked it for some reason that seemed 
good enough for you, and you expected 
to enjoy living with it, let the S.E.P. 
set you right: 

“In general,” says the editorial, “the 
att business is booming, especially in 
the abstract department. Nearly all the 
world and his wife seem convinced that 
two expensive cars and a fine big 
house won't bring them enough pres- 
tige; they must buy high-class art to 
impress their guests. And how can 
guests be impressed if they understand 
what they see? So. one of the main 
demands in the market is for abstrac- 
tions.” 

Having disposed of nearly all the 
world and his wife with this neat, in- 
escapable logic, the discussion next rips 
the cloak of sophistry from “the lingo 
of art reviewers”: 

“Georgé Orwell, one of ablest writers 
of recent times, had this to say: ‘In 
certain kinds of writing, particularly in 
art criticsm and literary criticsm, it is

which are almost completely lacking in 
méaning. Words like romantic, plastic, 
values, dead, sentimental, natural, vital- 
ity, as used in art criticism, are strictly 
meaningless.’ In short,” concludes the 
editorial, “the lingo is part of a cult 
of pretense.” 


HEAVEN KNOWS, there is plenty 
of murky overblown writing about art, 
but the terms cited by Orwell are 
largely in the vocabulary of art discus- 
sion at its most everyday level. His 
statement is like saying that words 
like slump, blooper, fungo, assist, shoe- 
string, recovery and rhubarb, as used in 
baseball writing, are strictly meaning- 
less. Or that words like split-up split- 
down, margin, debenture, easy, bearish 
and bullish are meaningless in a stock 
market report. 


Every field of special interest has its 
own terminology, and in the field of 
esthetic experience terminology often 
finds itself in a realm of shadowy, un- 
precise, intangible, yet very real and 
perceptible values—to use one of Or- 
well’s tainted words. To frame a report 
on this elusive material often requires 
the means of suggestion, implication 
and association, and rules out any such 
standard as to say that on a yardstick 
rating Michelangelo's Sistine Chapel 
ceiling at 100, Fred Conway’s Brown 
Shoe Company mural would score a 57. 


The very validity of abstract art is 
questioned in the Atlantic Monthly ar- 
ticle, whose author is an eminent art 
historian, writer of the widely-used 
text, “The Story of Art,” and a member 
of the Warburg Institute in London 
since 1936. 


Gombrich gets into his attack by cit- 
ing a 30-year-old book by Walter Pach 
in which a small portion of an admit- 
tedly meretricious painting in the Paris 
Town Hall was blown up, reversed and

master ... from last year’s show.” This 
enlarged, reversed fragment of a bad 
painting then is equated with all ab- 
stract art with the epithet, ‘cheap 
esthetics.” 


Gombrich, too, bases much of his 
case on an alleged snob appeal and con- 
formity of non-objective art. “Remove 
that compromising print of a pretty 
girl from your wall. ... Put an abstract 
into your room and you have pro- 
claimed your allegiance to the right 
kind of thing. . . . The fear of being 
found in the wrong camp when criticiz- 
ing certain aspects of art has vitiated 
rational discussion for too long.” 
THE ATLANTIC WRITER is 
disturbed because much contemporary 
art is called experimental, without there 
being some laboratory method of deter- 
mining whether the experiment is a 
success or a failure. However, he does 
arrive at a sort of test tube distinction 
by likening painting to music. 


“When I seriously compare my reac- 
tions to the best abstract canvas with 
some work of great music... it (the 
painting) fades into the sphere of the 
merely demonstrative or decorative.” 
Since painting, he says, lacks the 
dimension of time, it “should not be 
compared to a symphony but to a. 
chord.” Then he throws painting out 
the window by asking: “How good is 
the best chord in isolation?” 

To find some similarities between an 
abstract painting and a musical chord 
is one thing, but to say that ‘one simul- 
taneous sounding of tones ... is all 
the painter can give us within the four 
sides of his frame” is preposterous. 
‘“‘HOW SHALL WE KNOW when 
these experiments are successful?” 
Gombrich asks. “Only when we enjoy 
them for their own sake, regardless of 
our historical interest; as we enjoy 
Mozart's Eine kleine Nachtmusik. The 
notorious tag ‘I don’t know anything 
about art but I know what I like’ is 
habitually held up to ridicule in books 
on art appreciation. It may yet become 
the cornerstone on which a new art can 
be built.” 


That makes sense, but Gombrich is 
holding us to an enjoyment on his own 
special terms—we like Mozart's “Eine 
kleine Nachtmusik,” and we're solid: we 
like Mondrian’s “Broadway Boogie- 
Woogie,” and we are either the deluded 
victims of false values, or snobs, or 
both. Isn’t the comparison about on a 
par with insisting that baseball is bad 
because it isn’t like beer-drinking? 

Clearly, there is a yearning by the 
public for more art of a kind that comes 
to grips with life in terms that are more 
quickly grasped, more easily assimilat- 
ed Just as clearly, it is futile to ask 
a twentieth century painting to produce 
the same kind of titillation as an eight- 
eenth century musical composition. We 
are disappointed; perhaps, because art- 
ists are not giving us an epitomized pre- 
digested look at our era, but we 
shouldn't be too cross with the artists 
if thev, like the rest of us, are finding 
the twentith century pretty inexplicable,

AND THE A R . S Barber's Opera ‘Vanessa’ 


Pulitzer Prize Winner Appraised

BY ADDING ITS ENDORSEMENT to the others 
which have come to Samuel Barber and Gian-Carlo Menotti's 
“Vanessa,” the Pulitzer Prize jury for music has done some- 
thing unprecedented in its history. It has, for the first time, 
honored an opera produced at the Metropolitan, where 
“Vanessa” had its first performance anywhere last January. 


This imposing statement, however, must be followed by 
the qualifying one that the jury has hardly had the oppor- 
tunity to consider one previously. In the years since 1943, 
when the award was established for “distinguished musical 
composition in the larger forms of chamber. orchestral or 
choral music or for any operatic work including ballet” no 
full-length work “by a composer of established residence ‘in 
the United States” has been offered in the nation’s pre- 
eminent musical theater. Bernard Roger's “The Warrior's 
Husband” of 1947 was a rather inept one-acter and Stra- 
vinsky's “The Rake’s Progress” of 1953, if its composer met 
the qualification of “established residence” in this country, 
es not stir sufficient unanimity of opinion to win the jury’s 
avor. 


IN A SENSE, THEN, the “unprecedented” action could 
also be looked upon as a somewhat hollow distinction. Lack- 
ing precedent, the degree of achievement it represents can 
only be judged in terms of the work itself. But, let us put 
it this way: If the next American opera at the Met to draw 
a Pulitzer Prize is as good as "Vanoliee then the catalogue 
of native operatic works will have at least two craftsman- 
like, melodically attractive and—at least fleetingly—eloquent 
works to call its own. . 


Oddly, the two well-known stage tworks (musical) previ- 
ously recognized by a Pulitzer Prize were Menotti's “The 
Consul” and “The Saint of Bleecker Street,” for which he 
wrote book as well as music. For all their good qualities, 
they have not been exposed to the cruel test of the Metro- 
politan’s oversized stage, proscenium and auditorium. For 
all its questionable elements, “Vanessa” has survived that 
test, if not with ultimate distinction, at least with no threat 
of extinction. 


THOSE QUESTIONABLE elements, it strikes me 
(after a retrospect and reviewing on several occasions since 
the first) relate largely to the simple fact that it is, after all, 
Barber's first opera. Much of the time, it seems to me, the 
composer is mentally shadowed by such concerns as: “Is 
my atmosphere convincing’ ‘Too much orchestra? Too little 
contrast? Can the voices be heard? Do I need a change 
of pace? Time for comedy? Curtain coming?” 

And if the libretto provided by his friend and housemate 
was quite what he wanted, | think Barber was over-respect- 
ful of Menotti’s reputation as a theater man, under-appre- 
ciative of the respect many people have for the expressive 
power of his music at its 
best. At its beginning, the 
setting “in a North coun- 
try” acquaints us with the 
slightly fading but still 
attractive “Vanessa” — ori- 
ginally, the libretto de- 
scribed her as “a woman of 
forty,” but this was deleted 
in consideration of the prima 
donnas who were  0being 
asked to learn the part— 
who is awaiting the arrival 
at her palatial country resi- 
dence of a love of long 
ago—Anatole. 

How he has escaped from 
the marriage which has kept 
them apart, Menotti doesn't 
bother to say. When the 
visitor does arrive, we dis- 
cover that it is not Vanessa's 
Anatole, but his son. He has 
heard so much about Vanessa 
from his father (now dead) 
that he could not resist the opportunity to see for himself 
what she was like. 

REASONABLY ENOUGH (since she is nearly twice 


his age), Vanessa will have none of him, But, as a snowstorm 
is raging and there is no other refuge, he pleads the privi-

lege of spending the night, It is but a matter of moments 
for him to discover Vanessa's attractive young niece, Erika, 
pay court to her and seduce her. More a prologue than a 


first act. it enables Barber to write some rather conventional 
storm music, an angry denunciation of Anatole by Vanessa, 
and a rather inadequate exposition of Anatole’s attraction for 
the shy but susceptible Erika. 

Which way the story goes from there is, pretty much, at 
the dispdsal of the librettist. Does girl get boy, or does 
woman get man? At this point, Vanessa has rejected Ana- 
tole Il because she has ideals about Anatole I, But when 
Erika (pregnant though she is) develops ideals about the 
man she wants to marry—his willingness to do “the right 
thing” does not equal the love she seeks—Vanessa's resent- 
ment begins to melt under the sunny charm of the present 
Anatole’s personality, An engagement and marriage cere- 
mony are arranged, another snowstorm arises, and Erika 
desperately resolves her own problem by exposing herself 
to it, thus bringing on a miscarriage. Somewhat improbably, 
though they are under the same roof, Vanessa never dis- 
covers her niece's plight. 


THROUGH THIS SEQUENCE Barber produces an 
occasional strain of lovely lyric melody, when his sym- 
pathies are engaged, particularly on Erika’s behalf. But the 
“situation music’’—comedy dance for the family doctor, as 
“change of pace,” “celebration music” for the third act 
engagement party with its synthetic folk dances, are im- 
personal and unconvincing. Even when Erika disappears 
into the night ‘the cliche action begets its own cliche 
description), Barber's agitato is not whipped to the kind 
of froth that Menotti himself would have produced for such 
a situation. Throughout the first three acts one feels, 
repeatedly, that the glibly facile Menotti would have done 
something more arresting with this script than the probing 
Barber, whose gifts are of another order. 

Fortunately for all—and especially for those who dog- 
gedly believe that an American composer is not disbarred, 
by the mere fact of nationality, from writing an affecting 
opera—those gifts are finally engaged and triumphantly so, 
just in time to save the day ‘or night). Erika has recovered 
her physical well-being, though her spiritual ease is far from 
complete; Anatole and Vanessa are saying last goodbys before 
their honeymoon trip to Paris, where they may take roots 
and never return. 


All the problems with which he has been beset are now 
behind Barber, and he settles down to write a quintet 
descriptive of the bittersweet feelings of all which is not 
merely beautiful music, but real Sam Barber beautiful 
music. Those who know his lyric strain from the “Adagio 
for Strings” of the late "30s down to its expression in the 
recent “Prayer” (based on Kierkegard texts) will know what 
I mean. It suddenly makes everything worth while in its 
ascent to a climax, its resolution of the dramatic problem 
in the only useful singable melody, sustained by surehanded 
use of the orchestra. 


IN THIS HAPPY RESOLUTION are mirrored the 
irresolution of many of the preceding procedures. Barber 
may sincerely believe that Menotti’s libretto was right for 
him, but his music, it seems to me, tells its own story of 
vacillation and misbelief. When his real expressive impulse 
is fully engaged, it is quite evident that what Barber thrives 
on are human emotions, not the stagey contrivances with 
which Menotti is so facile. The curious juxtaposition of 
talents leaves little doubt that, for all Menotti's theatrical 
gift, Barber's dramatic power is the more precious. 


Had “Vanessa” begun with, and sustained, the peak of 
eloquence it reaches in its last scene, there would be no 
hesitation in describing it as a landmark among stage works 
by native composers. In this achievement it conveys some- 
thing more than promise: a confirmation of the high esteem 
Barber has earned with his concert hall music, and a pledge 
to which we shall hold him in his next effort. The forth- 
coming first European performance at Salzburg will doubt- 
less shake every loose fruit from “Vanessa,” but the buds 
which remain, I am convinced, will eventually sprout into 
something splendid. 

With or without that eventuality, “Vanessa's” future is a 
tantalizing one. Will its apparent weaknesses curtail its life 
expectancy, or will its redeeming traits assure it a welcome, 
nevertheless? Operas, I have a theory, are much like friends: 
if one is sufficiently partial to them, we indulge their short- 
comings in order to enjoy their virtues. I have a friendly 
feeling for “Vanessa,” if not always for what it is, at least 
for what it tries to be, and sometimes succeeds in being. 


IRMGAARD SEEFRIED 


Classical Records

IRMGAARD SEE- 
F RIED has just recorded 
a novel and interesting pro- 
gram devoted entirely to mu- 
sical settings of poems by 
Goethe. The composers rep- 
resented are Beethoven, Mo- 
zart, Schubert, Schumann 
and Hugo Wolf which by no 
means exhausts the music in 
this category, Goethe prob- 
ably ranks next to Shake- 
speare as the poet most in- 
spiring to creative musicians 
yet his own musical taste 
was so peculiar that one may 
suspect that he was not per- 
ceptive in this field of es- 
thetics. Goethe was disturbed 
by the convulsive elements 
in Beethoven's compositions 
and he disapproved of Schu- 
bert’s settings for his own 
poems. What he might have 
said about Gounod’s “Faust,” 
Massenet's “Werther” and 
Thomas's “Mignon” may be 
imagined. 

Nevertheless Goethe's in- 
fluence on music has been 
deep and far-reaching. With 
the possible exception of Mo- 
zart’'s song, “The Violet,” all 
the works in Mme, Seefried's 
list are important and she is 
quite successful in fixing the 
dominant mood of each one. 
The “Wilhelm Meister” se- 
ries by Hugo Wolf, conclud- 
ing with “Kennst Du das 
Land,” are extraordinarily 
beautiful and as they have a 
point-by-point relationship to 
the verbal text the listener 
will find it profitable to re- 
peat them several times at 
one sitting. Mme. Seefried is 
also artistically and vocally 
effective in Schubert's “King 
of Thule” and “Gretchen at 
the Spinning Wheel.” The 
pianist Erik Werba plays 
sensitive accompaniments for 
this whole program. (Decca, 
One 12-inch LP.) 

A THIRD RECORD- 
ING of the Charles Ives 
Symphony No. 3—this time 
by the Baltimore Little Sym- 


phony under Reginald Stew- 
art—indicates that this high- 
ly original American com- 
poser may be finding a pub- 
lic at last. Its free disso- 
nance no longer sounds for-- 
midable and its poetic inti- 
mations are more apparent, 
The performance, however, 
is not quite bold enough in 
the second movement al- 
though the ensemble plays 
with commendable precision 
and an excellent quality of 
tone, The reverse side of- 
fers a,sprightly performance 
of Richard Donovan's “Suite 
for Strings and Oboe” which 
deals effectively with Ameri- 
can folk rhythms. The oboe 
soloist here is Alfred Geno- 
vese of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. (Vanguard, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


THE HALLE OR*,¥ 
CHESTRA’S lusty per 
formance of Dvorak's Sym- 
phony No. 4 in G Major 
brings out the best qualities 
of this work—its freshness, 
ebullient tunefulness and 
vivid folk-like coloring.

Brown’s Resignation 
Good for Boxing. 


ILLY BROWN was a good 

matchmaker for the In- 

ternational Boxing Club. 
He did an adequate job un- 
der difficult circumstances 
in filling cards for television 
shows twice a week. Now 
he has quit. He has been 
under fire in the investiga- 
tion by the New York Dis- 
trict Attorney. He has not 
been accused of any wrong 
doing—neither has anybody 
else, as yet. 

Even so his resignation is 
welcomed. All those con- 
nected with the inquiry 
should quit the boxing game, 
unless they are absolutely 
sure of their position. Then 
they should, of course. sted 
up for their rights to the 
point of defending them- 
selves in a court trial. 


Those under suspicion who 
have, for any reason what- 
soever, refused to testify to 
the fullest extent should di- 
vest themselves of all inter- 
est in boxing. 


Frank Carbo, whose name 
has been brought into ques- 
tion in the investigation, but 
who, so far as is known, is 
not licensed as a match- 
maker, promoter, manager, 
trainer or second of any 
fighter in any state, should 
relinquish any claim he may 
have to any fighter in the 
business. 

And any manager of any 
boxer who feels that he can- 
not explain to the public his 
entire connection with box- 
ing, who may have some rea- 
son, personal or private, for 
remaining silent, should get 
out of boxing, completely. 


It is only by such drastic 
measures that some sem- 
blance of confidence may be 
restored. There can be no 
halfway measures. 


Title Match June 6. 


ERE, a world welter- 

Weight championship 

bout is coming up at The 
Arena, June 6. It is not often 
that such an event comes to 
St. Louis. There have been 
only three in modern ring 
history 

A bout for the 147-pound 
title is a big thing. The di- 
vision is one of the most in- 
teresting in boxing, ranking 
next to the heavyweight and 
the middleweight in public 
esteem. 

And yet it is to be held 
under a cloud. Virgil Akins, 
St. Louis, is one of the prin- 
cipals. He is to box Vince 
Martinez, Paterson, N.J., for 
the throne vacated by Car- 
men Basilio. 

Akins was one of those sub- 
penaed by the New York 
grand jury following his 
match in the elimination 
tournament. He knocked out 
Isaac Logart in the sixth 
round at Madison Square 
Garden, New York, for the 
right to oppose Martinez for 
the title. 


The boxer was ordered to 
testify before the grand jury, 
which he has done. So were 
his co-managers, Eddie Ya- 
witz and Bernard Glickman, 
Chicago. They have also tes- 
tified but not to the entire 
satisfaction of the investi- 
gators, judging by reports 
which have been circulated 
after grand jury hearings. 

Se now Akins is to box 
for the title. If he wins, 
there will be those who will 
say that the whole thing was 
rigged. If he loses there will 
be * general public suspicion 
that there was something 
wrong. 

It seems a shame that a 
world championship bout 
should be held under such 
circumstances. 

The New York grand jury 
has been at work for two 
months without any an- 
nounced action. Why not 
bring out a partial report, 
at least, and either clear 
the Akins-Martinez bout, or 
knock it off the books?

A MAN NAMED JOHN P. MALONEY writes in to say . 
we are approaching the time when television shows will be 
100 per cent pasted together out of essentially synthetic 


* elements, that nothing will be what it seems to be. What, 


you ask, is the pasted-up 
show? 

“Well, there’s the trick 
of having the singer stand 
before the camera and 
wiggle his lips while 
they play the singer's 
latest smash hit record. 
Then there's the business 
of turning on chuckles, 
sniggers, laughs, gasps, 
groans, giggles and 
cheers while humorous 
folks read the jokes off 
the cardboards in front 
of them.” The chuckles, 
he points out, come fre- 
quently from electronic 
boxes that can reproduce 
synthetically anything 
from a snicker to a belly 
laugh or they come off 
sound tapes made from 
long dead shows and are 
often emitted by long dead people. 

And that’s just the half of it. Movie stars have had 
their singing voices dubbed in by somebody else. On tele- 
vision we haven't quite got around to that yet but we have 
singers replaced in dance numbers by specialists in that 
art. The guy’s complexion comes out of a box, his hair out 
of a store, the applause comes from a machine, the voice 
comes off a record and the dance steps are executed by 
somebody else. And then they put it on film just to reduce 
the margin of human error to zero.

That leaves only the ratings. “Ratings?” says 
Maloney. “They’ll be high, high. In fact, published 
scientifically computed ratings will prove that over 
twice our total population gobbled up the show and 
loved every minute of it. The audience will be just 
as synthetic as the show.” 


AND WHILE the synthetics flourish evilly, the prob- 
lem of the real people in the industry grows apace. Tele- 
vision’s recession started way last summer when the word 
went out that the market was, soft, very soft. That meant 
that clients simply weren't buying either what the networks 
or their own ad agencies dangled in front of them. 


Just to give you an idea how bad the situation is, 
Variety reports that Matinee Theater, which closes down on 
June 27, handed out paychecks to 2674 actors in its day. 
That's a lot of actors. Off the payroll will be some 270 
people, including directors and four producers. Those are 
added to the directors and producers and live cameramen 
and technicians left stranded by the end of “Studio One” 
and “Kraft Theater.” 


Being a live cameraman may be a profession 
about as useful as the manufacture of buggy whips 
in a year or so. Many of them are now practicing 
their art on quiz contestants. One of the richer 
package tycoons is Dan Enright, of Barry and En- 
right, who has just come out with a spirited 
defense of his quiz shows which is nothing if not 
candid. 


» “PUT A GOOD QUIZ SHOW opposite a good dramatic 
show, give them equal promotion and publicity, and I'll 
bet on the quiz show any time. The success of the quizzes 
and the westerns are a frank appeal to certain animalistic 
‘instincts, the western to the instinct to witness violence 
and the quiz to greed. I wonder if we really are under- 
estimating the intelligence of our audiences. Even when 
the viewers are occasionally attracted to a good classic 
drama by promotion and publicity and actually find they 
enjoy it, they will go back to the quiz show the following 
week. The drama requires too much effort to enjoy.” 

The last sentence is as cynical a rationalization as any 
I ever heard. Years ago, Hollywood used to talk about the 
13-year-old mentality but at least Hollywood tailored drama 
for that age level. Now drama itself, at any age level, is 
considered above our capabilities and, by George, if tele- 
vision continues to pander solely to the instincts of greed 
and violence, perhaps Enright will be dead right.

Tax Man Looks at Taxpayer 


You Have Nothing to Fear (Except Fear Itself) if You Have Clear Conscience 
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who do that checking. 


An unseasonal subject, now that tax deadline is past? Nay.

NOW WE COME to the powers that loom in the spring, 
tra la, namely the income tax checking season and the folk 


Not to the 600 individuals in the St. Louis office of the Internal 


Revenue Service, 
Government exposed more than 
the strength—of human nature. 
And the passing parade is 
under way every day behind 
the stern and stony facade of 
the Federal building at Twelfth 
boulevard and Market street, 


in the not-so-cloistered tax 
offices. 
“Please take this,” said a 


tearful young mother, counting 
out almost $400. “I cheated 
on my tax and I can’t get it 
off my mind. How can I raise 
my children to be honest and 
good, if I am not honest my- 
self?” 

» She wouldn’t give her name 
and she wasn’t even pressed to 
give her name. Her money 
went into the “conscience fund.” 
Such payments are fairly fre- 
quent. She went forth happier, 
presumably to sin no more. 

“I’ve been in this work for 
45 years now,” said Ernest M. 
Flinn, director of the St. Louis 
Internal Revenue Service. 

“And how do you feel about 
people?” 

“I am convinced the great 
majority are honest.” 

“But that minority?” 

Mr. Flinn, a tanned, lean and 
fit-looking man, leaned back in 
his chair, drummed on his desk 
with his fingers, turned one 
corner of his mouth up wryly 
and said, “Well. Some of them 
will try anything. Some even 
try to claim dogs and cats as 
full. exemptions.” 


Our own nomination for 1040 
Numbskull of the Month went 
to the man who, we were told, 
kept claiming non-existent chil- 
dren. The way he got caught 
was he couldn’t remember from 
year to year what first names 
he had given the little dar- 
lings, and kept showing up with 
different ones. 

The reason we dropped by to 
talk to Flinn in the first place 
was to get a tax man’s view of 
that institution called the in- 
come bite; to see just who 
these cloudy figures are that 
even the most virtuous view 
with a certain nervousness. 

Meaning to ask directions to 
Flinn’s office, we asked a gen- 


tleman in the outer office, 
“Could you—” 
“Yes, sir!” he said, leaping 


up like a startled goat. 

We recognized a fellow tax- 
payer sweating it out and went 
on to the receptionist who 
guided us into the © office of 
Mr. Flinn, a man who went 
into Governmient service the 
same time the income tax law 
did—1913. 


“In the old days,” he said. 
“none of us gave a second 
thought to working from 
early morning until mid- 
night. This work has a cer- 
tain dedication. I guess it 
must be a fascinating job to 
most of us—I know it is to 
me—and here’s one proof. I 
counted up the other day and 
of the 600 persons in this of- 
fice, 230° have silver 15-year 
pins and 15 have 30-year 
gold service pins.” 


This ts the office which 
processes the returns of the 
one and one quarter million 
taxpayers in the St. Louis dis- 
trict. Across those desks pass 
human documents called 
tax forms. 

The men who check your re- 
turns are checked far more 
stringently than you are. Ev-

complain that they, as tax- 
payers, are discriminated 
said. “But the 


individuals employed in that branch of the 


any other to the frailty—and 


is even allowed to take the 
examination. Also, Flinn said, 
a bureau employe is under con- 
stant pressure, on and off the 
job. 

“Anything he does—his way 
vf life, the way he acts, dress- 
es, even speaks, must reflect 
well,” the director said. “Some 
people are always. ready and 
eager to point the finger at a 
tax collector.” 

Their job is a strange mix- 
ture of human understanding 
and impersonal algofness. The 
aloofness takes one shape in 
the bureau's hearty dislike of 
the word “I” as used by em- 
ployes. 

“We never say ‘I’ when talk- 
ing to a taxpayer,” Flinn said. 


“We say ‘the regulations say,’ 
not ‘I say.” You eliminate re- 
sentment that wa.” 


A tax agent needs the nerves 
of a _ ventriloquist’s dummy, 
and somewhat of the attitude— 
he is, after all, merely the 
verbal go-between to the tax- 
payer: He didn’t write the 
regulations. He must and 
quite often does—take abuse 
from irate citizens. 

And one note here: the ob- 
noxious types, more often than 
not, tax agents find, are the 
citizens who were trying to 
pull something intentionally 
and got caught. The taxpayer 
who made an honest mistake, 
who isn’t trying to run through 
a rammer, is much more likely 
to be reasonable, even apol- 
ogetic. One young woman, was 
delighted recently to shell out 
extra money. Her husband's 
addition on the form had been 
wrong. 

“Oh, goody!” she shrieked, 
whipping out her checkbook. 
“He thinks he’s so perfect all 
the time—just wait until I tell 
him about this, the big’ dope!” 

The average taxpayer is un- 
derstandably likely to think of 
the federal income tax bureau 
as an almost inhuman bit of 
relentless machinery, but the 
fact is the human element is 
always present and the terms 
“reason” and “reasonable un- 
derstanding” pop up constant- 
ly, applied to both sides of the 
desk. 


. 

In the taxpayer assistance 
program, for instance, a close 
eye is kept on employes help- 
ing taxpayers with their forms. 
This, admittedly, can be a 
wearing job. “But the employe 
has to stay cheerful,” said 
Flinn. “If he had a squabble 
with his wife at breakfast and 
feels like growling, that isn't 
the taxpayer’s fault—the em- 
ploye is yanked out of contact 
with the public until he feels

At the teller’s window where 
you fork over the-check, what 
we always think of as the mo- 
ment of truth, you will always 
get a smile and a thank you. 

“The Government is accept- 


ing the money,” said Flinn, 
“the Government, I instruct 
the tellers, can at least say 


‘Thank you.’” 

Processing the returns is a 
year-round job and a pressing 
one. After the April 15 dead- 
line, Flinn said, there are three 
broad groups of people who 


come into contact with the 
bureau. 

First, there aré the ‘(usually 
deeply concerned) folks who 


have made an honest mistake. 
Secondly, the at least equally 
concerned persons who get 
caught in law busting to vary- 
ing degrees of seriousness. 
Third, and of course the hap- 
piest, are those most fortunate 
of mortals—the one who: get 
the long green refunds. 

There were 445,527 such re- 
funds (averaging $95.68) mailed 
out in 1957. (Some 3000 more 
are still to go, delayed because 
of improper filing—but, said 
Flinn, getting in a plug for his 
overworked bureau, don't call 
the bureau: these incorrect re- 
turns must be processed by due 
method and can’t be hurried 
anyhow.) 

Because of the _ recession, 
Flinn ordered his crew to make 
all speed in sending out re- 
funds. “Maybe, 
like not a great deal here,” he 
said, “but it may mean bread 
on the table for somebody out 
of a job.” His local order was 
issued a couple of months be- 
fore Washington issued a simi-

lar blanket order nationally. 
“Who cheats?” 
“You can’t single out any 
walk of life.

He knew In 
his own experience of only one 
exception to prove the rule, a 
businessman who, deciding his 
taxes were too big, impulsively 
told his accountant, “Add 
$100,000 to my total purchases.” 

In addition to all the plug- 
ging of loopholes against him 


and the pitfalls and the snares 
set for him. the would-be evad- 
er faces an intangible obstacle 


which defies logical explana- 
tion. 

“A good veteran tax agent 
can. almost literally, smell 
chicanery,” Flinn said. “A re- 
turn, or a set of books, may 
look perfectly proper — but 
they somehow just don’t feel 


right. I certainly can't explain 
it, but any tax man knows what 
I mean.”

AROUND AMERICA’S s5u- 
burban homes, the grass is 
greener than it was in the city, 
the birds chirp more and the 
sky overhead is bluer. 


Ask anyone who lives in 
Suburbia, U.S.A. Breathe in 
the air and you can sense it’s 
the “better” life. 


And yet, many suburban 
families are twitching with 
tensions produced by the tran- 
sition from crowded cities to 
subdivision lanes, and by the 
vastly different life they are 
forced to live in their sleek 
split-level or ranch houses. 


So "many suburbanites are 
seeking professional help to 
deal with their tensions that 
the Family Service Association 
of America recently increased 
its consultant staff by one 
third to aid suburban com- 
munities in setting up their 
own family service agencies. 


Most families, of course, 
make the adjustment from city 
to the suburbs with little or no 
emotional quaking. They soon 
accept the fact, for example, 
that the sapling trees won't 
turn into giant oaks overnight. 
Waiting doesn’t disturb them. 


The social scientists say the 
families with tensions are dis- 
appointed by assorted things, 
but most of. all they can’t ac- 
cept the truth: Suburbia, with 
all its advantages, is not 
Utopia. There are problems. 

The tensions range from 
those brought on by commut- 
ing to strictly suburban-bred 
marital upsets. 


Many dads find “eom- 
mutension” roughest. In Los 
Angeles, a father put it this 
way: 

“Living ‘out’ is tremen- 
dous. The kids have more 
place to play and we like 
having a patio and lawn. But 
that damned commuting.” 

He spends two hours on a 
freeway getting to the office, 
two more getting home. 


His case may be an extreme, 
but whether father travels by 
car, bus or train, commuting is 
a problem for the suburbanite 
in Ladue, St. Louis county, 
Mo.; Darien, Conn.; Shaker 
Heights, O., Sausalito or Bur- 
bank, Calif.—or any other of 
the thousands of communities 
that now ring virtually every 
city of the United States. 

But whatever the causes of

tensions, they can have psy- 
chological and physical effects 
on parents and children. For 
example, some persons under 
tension grit or clench their 
teeth. Dental experts say this 
causes serious damage to the 
bones and tissue in the mouth. 
Others get hives or allergies 
from their tensions. And still 
others keep their tension bot- 
tled up and induce high blood 
pressure. 


The persons who react to 
tension or emotional stress by 
overeating eventually may have 
a weight problem. 


Psychologically, the stress 
may drive some to drink, 
others to changes in behavior 
such as becoming constantly 
irritable and impatient. 

Of course, the list of advan- 
tages in suburban living is a 
long one. The key one, accord- 
ing to the Family Service As- 
sociation, is the child-centered 
way of life. 

Ask any boy or girl whe 
has moved from a city apart- 
ment, The sparkle in their 
eyes and the superlatives as 
they answer tell you how 
nice it is to live in ‘the 
“country,” even on a 50-foot 
lot that Dad hasn’t had time 
to landscape yet. 

From where then, do the 
tensions come? 

According to the social scien- 
tists, they are rooted in social, 
emotio educational and psy- 
chological situations largely oA 
culiar to the suburbs and 
hardest at the tension-prone 
members of the family. 

Here are some of the myths 
cited by the. Family Service 
Association as potential sub- 


urban tension-makers: 


Being able to live on a 
“fixed” budget. Upsetting this 
notion are bills the landlord 
used to pay, club dues, stock- 
ing the bar, a second car, buy- 
ing things to conform. 


Suburbia is quiet. Power 
mowers, dogs, the little Indians 
next door (and your angels), 
garbage collectors, do-it-your- 
selfers, the late evening barbe- 
cue parties add up to noise. 


More leisure. The highly 
organized life, more time 
spent getting to and from 
work, driving 
manicuring a lIgwn, patching 
the house and squiring tite 
Scouts are a few of the sponges 
that soak up time earmarked 
for relaxation. 

The “best” of everything 
ean be found in Suburbia. But 
the library doest’t have as 
many books as your old one in

the city. ‘The better schools 
require toil, bigger taxes and 
time. Good theater, concerts 
and top-notch culture haven't 
migrated to Suburbia. This 
is intellectual isolation. 

Country living at least. gives 
mom, more freedom. In the 
city she was a cook, house- 
maid, and volunteer in the 
P.-T.-A. In the suburban set- 
ting, she is enslaved by many 
more domestic and community 
duties. 

Her uniform is walking 
shorts. Her duties: chauffeur, 
yardman, cook, housemaid, vol- 
unteer in welfare and chari- 
table agencies. 

Other. duties: committee 
work in the P.T.A. and church, 
League of Women Voters, 
shopping, child-rearing and en- 
tertaining—all in a bigger and 
better way than was her habit 
in the city. 

Living. away from the city 
she must go it alone for longer 
periods, too, since her husband 
spends more time getting to 
and from the office. 

Her nice new home, with its 
hub of automatic appliances, 
fortunately give the suburban 
wife freedom from some of the 
drudgery of laundering and 
dish-washing. ° 


But the new freedom 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
more time for relaxing, for 
the suburban wife’s job is a 
three-ring circus from before 
dawn till after dusk. 


Clark W. Blackburn, director 
of the Family Service Associa- 
tion, says “conforming” prob- 
ably breeds more tensions 
among wives than any one facet 
of the highly organized sub- 
urban life. 

For some wives, tension 
starts building from the mo- 
ment she awakens. She makes

one eye on the clock, so that 
she can pack fathér and the 
offspring off in time to make 
the bus and the school bell, 
respectively. 


If she doesn’t get father off 
on time, he may blow up. 

But this wife, in a way, is 
lucky. She has the family car 
for use all day long even 
though she may drive more 
hours than a_ professional 
chauffeur. 


The wife who can’t have the 
family car because her hus- 
band needs it to get to work 
is, after a fashion, completely 
isolated. She may need a 
change of scene badly, but she 
can’t get it. She must do her 
household chores, work in the 
yard, and do her committee 
work and shopping over the 
telephone. 

Volunteer work for civic and 
charitable organizations is part 
of the pattern of suburban life 
—if the wife wishes to conform 
with her neighbors and friends. 
Shirley Camper, FSAA consul- 
tant on family life, says ten- 
sions can crop up when a wom- 
an gets so wrapped up in her 
committee work that she can’t 
get off the phone long enough 
to do the breakfast dishes or 
take a much-needed nap. 

Social scientists also claim 
that suburban wives spend 
more emotional energy than 
their city sisters do’ in urging 
their children to do better 
than average in school and 
community activities. And if 
the children don’t do well, 
there often are harsh words. 

Mhe social life in Suburbia 
produces a whole string of 
tensions in some wives. These 
women worry first about get- 
ting invited to parties, and 
then, once invited, start fret- 
ting about where to find the 
money for the right clothes. 
baby sitters and returning the 
invitation, 

Keeping a girlish figure also 
can produce tension, for in 
Suburbia, it’s the thing to be 
willowish—except, of course, 
when pregnant. Some wives 
stay thin with the help of fad 
diets, which have been known 
to set persons on edge. 

According to the family life 
experts the tense suburban 
wife frequently reacts to her 
tensions by ‘taking it out on 
one or all members of the fam- 
ily. For example:

Apes Carl Shelton 


Head of East Side Underworld. Empire Practices 
Techniques Used by Gang Leader Who Was Killed

FRANK (BUSTER) WORT- 
MAN, a snarling hoodlum with 
the personality of an irritated 
porcupine, never was able to 
copy the suave urbanity of the 
late Carl Shelton, the man he 
succeeded as East Side rackets 
boss. In every other way, how- 
ever, he has emulated the man 
he once served as an errand 
boy. 

Buster practices the Shelton 
operational methods with only 
minor deviations. Observers are 
struck by the similarity of 
techniques as, little by little, 
patient United States Treasury 
agents uncover various facets 
of the Wortman underworld 
empire. 

To date the agents have 
found that Wortman has stuck 
his fingers in many of the same 
pies that once provided Shelton 
with a lavish income. Buster, 
like Shelton, has managed to 
stay well in the background. 

In Shelton’s day gangsters 
practiced a more wide-open 
style of violating the law than 
now. Hoodlums were more in- 
clined toward the hell-bent, 
shoot-'em-up technique. But 
Shelton himself was a retiring 
man. He was blamed for plot- 
ting many gang murders, and 
taking part in ‘some. He also 
was credited with controlling 
many local politicians. Nobody 
ever proved these allegations 
to the satisfaction of a court 
of law 

Wortman, product of an age 
when lawlessness is viewed in 
a less favorable light by the 
general public, has been even 
more circumspect than Shelton 
in his business operations. His 
tracks have been found here 
and there by the Treasury 
agents. Actual proof of wrong- 
doing has been difficult to ob- 
tain. 

Both Shelton and Wortman 
have had _ strong boosters 
among honest men of good 
reputation. They always put 
their best face forward when 
in the company of these people. 
They tried to be what they 
were not and apparently fooled 
some of the people all of the 
time. 

Shelton liked to play the 
convivial country gentleman, 
the boy from Fairfield who 
neither smoked, nor drank, nor 
cursed. His gracious person- 
ality could fill a room when 
he desired it. Many who knew 
him only socially could not be- 
lieve he was a murderer or 
unscrupulous racketeer. His 
known activities in the boot- 
legging field could be forgiven. 
After all, wasn’t everybody 
guilty of breaking liquor laws? 


Wortman would like noth- 
ing better than to be known 
as a kind man who loves his 
family and earns a good liv- 
ing by honest sweat. Oh, a 
little gambling, maybe. But 
who’s against a little gam- 
bling? Some of the church 
people, maybe; the anti-sa- 
loon leaguers, people like 
that. What he doesn’t like 
to be reminded of is that 
no gambler can operate in 
Wortman’s territory without 
contributing something to 
Buster’s general welfare. 
Gamblers get shot for vio- 
lating that rule. 


Buster’s civilized veneer is 
thinner than Shelton’s and his 
real face shows through more 
often. He committed one 
crime Shelton never would 
have been guilty of—assault- 
ing a prohibition agent. He 
did a 10-year prison stretch 
for it, mostly in rugged Alca- 
traz Penitentiary. On the other 
hand, Shelton once prevented 
his surly brother, Bernie, from 
shooting a prohibition agent. 
Bernie, incidentally, had Wort- 
man’s personality. 

Shelton and Wortman agreed 
on another point. They be- 
lieved in diversified invest- 
ments. They kept their money 
working. Income gained ille- 
gally was put into the channels 
of honest trade. Both men 
agreed, also, that the left hand 


should not know what the 
right hand is doing. 
The story is told at Fair- 


field, Ill., home town of the 
Sheltons, that Carl once car- 
ried a gunnysack into the of- 
fice of his attorney. He 
dumped the contents on a 
desk. The _ startled lawyer 
counted $40,000 in bills of vari- 
ous denominations, mostly 
small. Carl left instructions 
that the money be invested in 
oil land. 

Buster doesn't carry a gunny- 
sack filled with $10 bills. He 
works through straw parties. 
His front men make the deals, 
invest the money for him and 
sign the incorporation papers. 
Treasury agents believe the 
profits, pocketed temporarily 
by the straw men, find their 
way to Wortman through a 
series of mysterious loans. 
These are word-of-mouth agree- 
ments enforced by the jungle 
justice of the underworld. 

Shelton, who was shot to 
death by unknown assassins 
during Wortman’s drive to 
power in 1947, had influence 
with public servants sitting in 
high places. So does Wortman, 
it is reported.

the Hodge investigation to pro- 
vide the legal proof needed to 
implicate Wortman. Hodge, 
serving a sentence of 12 to 15 
years in the Illinois Peniten- 
tiary at Menard, has never 
named his accomplices. 

Both Shelton and Wortman 
interested themselves in politi- 
cal campaigns in efforts to get 
their kind of officehokiers 
elected. It has not been possible 
to trace campaign contribu- 
tions to them, but some poli- 
ticlans have conceded that a 
large percentage of money 
spent in East Side election 
campaigns comes from gam- 
bling interests. Wortman even 
interested himself in the Mis- 
souri gubernatorial campaign 
in 1948.. 


Being in a position to supply 
the means for hiring political 
workers gives the contributor 
certain privileges. Neither 
Shelton nor Wortman ever 
was bothered much by local 
authorities, due to this fact 
and also to their ability to 
leave no evidence behind them. 


The nante Shelton rarely 
was entered on the East Side 
police blotter during Carl's 
reign. East St. Louis was his 
sanctuary. Once, in 1928, the 
names of all brothers 
were found scribbled on the 
blotter at the old East St. 


date indicated to provide the 
brothers with an air-tight alibi 
for a mail truck robbery. 


Wortman, son of an East St. 


Louis fireman, also has béen 
treated well by law enforce- 
ment officers of the area. On 
the few occasions he has been 
brought to the pokey he has 
been met there by his lawyer 
and bondsmen. Police stood 
by several years ago while a 
Wortman henchman slugged a 
newspaper photographer in the 
East St. Louis station. 

Police authorities who treat 
gangster Wortman with kid 
gloves argue they have no evi- 
dence on which to book him as 
a violator of the law. Yet they 
do not hesitate to pick up 
lesser known ex-convicts and 
hoodlums on the off chance 
they might sweat something 
out of them. 


St. Louis has had its own 
gang bosses, but most ad- 
ministrations here have han- 
died them roughly. One 
doughty St. Louis detective 
—the late John J. Carroll— 
used to knock down every 
gangster he met on the 
street in the days of Cari 
Shelton and the Cuckoo 
gang. The present St. Louis 
department, using its hard- 
boiled hoodlum squad, keeps 
the Vitales, the Giardanos 
and their unwholesome tribe 
under constant surveillance. 
Hoodlums are being harassed 
and booked constantly here. 


Several summers ago, Bus- 
ter Wortman was being sought 
by St. Clair county authorities 
as the chief suspect in the 
automobile trunk killing of 
gambler J. Fred Koenig. A 


newspaper man informed the 
sheriff's office at Belleville 
that Buster was taking a train 
out of town on a certain after- 
noon 

Wortman, however, “eluded” 
the manhunters. Accompanied 


by his mother and his child, 
he boarded a Pennsylvania 
Railroad train at Union Sta- 
tion. His departure was ob- 


served only by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter and a photographer 
who were thoroughly cussed 
out by the irate racketeer 

The incident created so much 
heat for East Side officials that 
Wortman later agreed magnan- 
imously to interrupt a Michi- 
gan vacation. He came back for 
questioning. He appeared at 
the county jail on a Saturday 
afternoon, was questioned 
briefly, and went on his way. 

Shelton wasn't always a man 
of diversified interests and 
neither was Wortman. Buster 
was strictly a gambling man 
when he first made his bid to 
be rackets boss some 15 years 
ago. 

Shelton, with brothers Bernie 
and Big Earl, came out of 
Wayne county in the early 
1920s to organize and control 
the illegal liquor trade in a 
wide area of downstate Illinois 

They set up a sales organiza- 
tion and consumer outlet for 
the manufacturers of illicit 
whisky and beer. They provided 
protection by defending the 
territory against rival gang- 
sters and bribing law enforce- 
ment officials 

This unofficial government- 
within-a-government gave 
Shelton the opportunity to be 
more than boss of the bootleg 
racket. He found he was able 
to dispense favors, bring other 
shady conimodities under his 
protectorate and pocket a large 
share of the booty that might 
otherwise have gone to greedy 
public servants he already had 
bought off 

Anyone wishing to engage in 
an off-color business in Shel- 
ton territory, or to obtain pro- 
tection in a labor dispute, 
could get what he wanted from 
the boss. Shelton gathered in 
the nickels as well as the dol- 
lars. For $25 he could guaran- 
tee the return of a stolen au- 
tomobile to the rightful owner. 

Shelton’s word was law in 
Fast St. Louis until his gang 
was run out of town by St. 
Clair County Sheriff Jerome 
J. Munie and Police Commis- 
sioner Albert P. Lauman in the 
1930s. 


The rackets picture has 
changed since Carl rode the 
East Side gange. There was

where when Wortman came 
along. Money was plentiful. But 
effective action by Missouri au- 
thorities and Illinois state 
police and the new federal 
gambling laws have slowed in- 


come from this source to a 
trickle. 
Wortman’s organization 


still carries on gambling be- 
hind locked doors wherever 
and whenever it can. It is 
constantly looking for new 
ways to turn a fast buck. It 
is trying, with some success, 
to monopolize the automatic 
vending machine business. 
Wortman is getting a big 
assist in this field from the 
old Capone syndicate in Chi- 
cago, capital of the slot and 
pinball machine business. 


The organization, now in- 
clined to use the implied threat 
rather than outright muscle, is 
expanding into many fields to 
make up for the loss of gam- 
bling revenue. Two truck lines 
and several construction firms 
are involved in the federal in- 
vestigation of Wortman’s in- 
come. So are a number of East 
Side night clubs 

Wortman must have had rea- 
son to believe he could do well 
in the construction business. 
Police and federal authorities 
think he entered this field 
because of his influence with 
certain craft labor unions—an 
influence racketeers have ex- 
ercized since the days of Carl 
Shelton 

Government investigators 
have searched diligently for 
legal evidénce of the Wortman- 
union link, so far without suc- 
cess. But they believe it exists. 
They point to locals whose 
boards of directors are dotted 
with the names of ex-convicts, 
gunmen and siluggers. These 
are men of Wortman’s under- 
world and they help pervert 
democratic processes within the 
union. 


Gangsters have held mem- 
bership cards for years in such 
unions as the _ ironworkers, 
steamfitters, laborers and op- 
erating engineers, Members of 
the Shelton gang carried union 
cards while they acted as 
guards for a large East Side 
industrial plant involved in a 
bitter strike in 1932. 

Labor leaders properly de- 
fend their right to provide jobs 
and union membership for 
men who have paid their debts 
to society. Convicts can never 
be rehabilitated unless they 
are given the opportunity to 
earn a living.

But it becomes an imposi- 
tion on honest craftsmen 
when union membership 
rolis are loaded with the 
names of such men as Lar- 
ry Callanan, Izzy Londe, 
Arthur Beirne, Harvey Mil- 
ler, and those late wunla- 
mented horney-handed sons 
of toil, Blackie Dean, Cot- 
ton Eppelsheimer and Blackie 
Armes. 


These men do not join 
unions to work up a sweat. 
They join to get on payrolls. 


A business man revealed re- 
cently that Sam Magin, Wor't- 
man's man Friday, introduced 
the big boss to him as an ex- 


perienced “labor relations 
counselor,” a title that Shelton 
wore but never used Treas- 
ury agents found that James 
(Jimmie) Michaels, former 
Cuckoo gang chief. was on the 
payroll of the Stephen Gorman 
Bricklaying Co. as a $138-a- 
week labor relations -coun- 
selor on a St. Louis housing 
project. 


These facts were no surprise 
to those in the know on the 
Fast Side. It was recalled that 
some years ago, shortly after 
World War Il, an out-of-state 


contractor reached the East St. 
Louis city limits with a nat- 
ural gas pipeline extending 
from the Southwest. Progress 


stopped right there because a 


union business agent assigned 
some absolutely worthless la- 
borers to the job. 

The contractor had run up 
against similar baffling di- 
lemmas before, insiders say, 
and nosed around town» in 


search of someone with influ- 
ence. One of the knowledge- 
able boys gave him a telephdne 
number It was that of a 
telephone then listed at The 
Paddock, Wortman’'s East St 
Louis tavern headquarters 

Nobody who heard the story 
knows what arrangements were 
made. But within a day or two 
a new crew of laborers was 
assigned to the job. The work 
went on apace

Sammy’s Dixieland 


THE JOINT IS ROCKING. You can almost feel the walls 
pllsating from the effervescent blare and din from the band- 
stand. Feet at the crowded tables and at the bar are tapping 
ta the infectious beat. The seven men on the stand, wearing 
leopard skin vests over loose white shirts for a sporty 
logk, are in the old gutbucket. The short, stocky blond man 
takes off on a wild ride on the cornet, cutting clamorous capers 
with the tone, hot and insistent. Another man with a clar- 
inet and a cocked derby climbs aboard playing harmony above 
him, then needles into the holes left when the cornetist stops 
with some noodling, some didos of his own. The trombone cuts 
in a raucous bass harmony, then takes off, solo. The banjoist 
and pianist cut in with some improvisations. They swing into a 
final chorus and suddenly stop—miraculously together. The 
stiiden cessation of the noise is almost stunning. This exuber- 
ant outburst is called ‘““Mitneberg Joys.” 


They are off again and the short man with the 
clarinet goes into a vocal, a chant in praise of the 
beauties of old New Orleans which seems to hang 
there, lazy and insolent, in spite of the fast tempo. 
When it’s over he removes his derby to show a dark 
crew cut. “That,” he grins, “was ‘Bourbon Street 

| Parade.’ With your permission, ladies and gentlemen, 
‘ we'll have a little of the same.” And they clink 
glasses and swallow before taking off again.

We asked Sammy to define the authentic Dixlie- 
land style. “Most of all,” he said, “it’s the beat. The 
two-beat gives it its peculiar pulse. The drummer 
beats on two and four, instead of one, two, three, four. 
It has three key instruments, the cornet, trombone and 
clarinet. It’s distinguished by the cornet taking the 
lead, The clarinet usually plays harmony above the 
cornet, or cuts into the holes to take it around him- 
self. The trombone plays a running bass. We fill 
it out with banjo, piano, bass and druma. 


“ 


“IT CAN BE PLAYED SOFT, but the exuberance isn't 
there. We move the people by massive sound. The effect is 
more striking Besides,’ added Sammy, 
grinning, “you have to pay attention when it’s loud. Most 
bands in saloons are just a background for conversation. We 
defy you to conduct a conversation while we're playing. So 
if the customers can't lick us, they have to join us, get with it.” 

Charley Welles, the former press agent who runs The 
Tiger's Den, chimed in. “Basically; Dixieland is happy music. 
It's impossible to feel blue while that band is playing 
and his men are having such a grand time 
It's gay, lighthearted and carefree.” 


There's more impact

, it's contagious. 


Charley said that some customers seem mystified 
or stunned by the blast from the bandstand when they 
first come in. After a few drinks have cushioned their 
nerve-ends, they usually get into the swing and enjoy 
themselves. “One man who came in looked so fright- 
ened, I thought he was going to run,” Charley said. 
“After an hour he was jumping up on his chair after 
every number and yelling ‘Bravo!’” 


SAMMY EXPLAINED his band uses improvisations on old 
tunes. They don't use sheet music. They play the old records, 
then make théir own arrangements. “Head” arrangements, 
done from memory, instead of paper arrangements. Everyone 
bases his ad libbing on the original patterns. 

“It's the same idea as in a symphony, where you have 
your theme, or themes, your variations, and your recapitula- 
tion,” said Sammy, a graduate of the St. Louis Institute of 
Music. “First we have our statement, or chorus . Then the 
ad libbing, or ‘head’ arrangements. Then we go back to a final 
chorus or two. The more imagination the cornetist or clarinet- 
ist. has when he takes off, the more he noodles all around the 
theme. We differ from modern, or progressive jazz. They try 
to educate the customers. We try to give ‘em a good time.” 


Although almost any tune can be converted to 
Dixieland style, there are many standards, or classics, 
which are the basic repertory. They include “High 
Society,” “Muskat (or Muskrat) Ramble,” “When the 
Saints Go Marching In.” “Tailgate Ramble,” “South 
Rampart Street Parade,” “Basin Street Blues,” “St. 
Louis Blues,” “Memphis Blues,” “Bill Bailey, Won't 
You Please Come Home” and “Alabama Jubliee.” 


Sammy does the vocals on all the numbers. “For Dixie- 
jJand.” he said, “you don't sing good. Oh, you try to carry 
the tune and tempo, but it isn't voice that counts. It's inflec- | 
tions. You throw in growls and groans and slur it. You ry 
to improvise on the voice as on an instrument.” 


ALL THE MEMBERS of the band make their home here. | 
Four were born here. All except one has a daytime job. The 
cofnetist, Bob (Muggsy) Sprecher, formerly traveled with 
dance bands, but now is an advertising salesman for the South

“OF LIFE AND LOVE,” at the RICHMOND THEATER 
is an Italian collection of four short episodes, slices of life 
of which three are comic and one poignant.

NOW, FOR OUTSIDE YOUR HOUSE as well as in- 
side, water-based latex paints become practical. Previous- 
ly except on masonry surfaces, such paints tended to peel, 
blister and scale in exterior usé. New types employing 
vinyl acetate resins have been developed by two major 
chemical firms which will supply the resins to paint man- 
ufacturers. Tests indicate the new emulsions penetrate 
through chalky, dirty old paint and adhere firmly to as- 
bestos, shingle, wood, and other-surfaces, They show only 
“normal” weathering, provide advantages of easy brush, 
spray or roller application, are quick drying, easily cleaned 
up, have almost no odor, are firé-resistant. 


MODEL HOME PITFALLS: Some 60 per cent of houses 
now built are in developments and many are bought from 
a model home. Before such buying, you should know these 
facts: Decorating tricks are often used, legitimately, in 
models—underscale furniture, fewer furniture pieces, huge 
glass areas to make rooms seem larger. So it's wise to 
measure dimensions. Don't be entranced by model's spa- 
cious corner site. Better measure your lot—and distance 
you'll have from other houses on all sides. Usually, you 
fan't see, in the model, what may be advertised as “full 
insulation.” Demand specifications; “full insulation” can 
be something less than minimum desirable two inches of 
mineral wool or equivelent in walis, and four inches in 
ceilings. Model full of kitchen appliances? Determine, 
before signing, if they're standard equipment. Also, if 
decorating is an extra cost. Ché@ck everything, assume noth- 
ing, wisely advises a popular magazine after a look at 


model homes.

IT’S SMART for a dress to 
be a “square” in college circles.

Magazine Urges They Stop Apologizing 


. Productivity in the United 
States building industry is 
much better than commonly 
supposed, and it is time for 
the industry to stop apologiz- 
ing for its undeserved repu-| 
tation as an awkward and lag- | 
gard stepchild of the other-| 
wise brilliant American econ- | 
omy. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
the efficiency of construction 
workers “has improved sig- 
nificantly” in the decade since | 
World War II, according to a 
special study of building pro- 
diictivity trends in Architec- 
tural Forum. 

*“Average new building out- 
put per contract construction 
worker in constant (1947-49) 
prices was 12.7 per cent great- | 
er last year than in 1948,” says 
Forum. “In comparison, last 
year’s average gross national 
product per worker in the 
@eonomy as.a whole was 22.9 
per cent above 1948.” 

“Building productivity has 
been advancing in rolling 
surges,” it adds. “In roughly 
Matching the steady, more 
eyen-paced gains in G.N.P. 
productivity, new building has | 
séored better than G.N.P. in 
five out of the nine years since 
1948." In a chart, based on the |

Productivity Up 20 Per Cent. 


“The most important reason 
for feeling sanguine about the 
trend of construction produc- 
tivity is the fact that there is 
a whole series of advances in 
building techniques and pfrac- 
tices that are contributing 
forcefully to increased produc- 
tivity,’ Forum declares.

Beams Set the Pace 
In Open Planned Homes 


Just as a picture frame sets 
off a choice painting, so do 
stained beams serve to frame 
beautiful ceiling 
of wood. 

In the open-area home, archi- 
tects today are finding their 
greatest challenge in devising 
new and interesting ways to 
use natural woods effectively 
and dramatically. 


There is a great deal of 
wood being left exposed in the 
typical contemporary home. 
Ceilings find new beauty in 
wood and so do walls. The chal- 
lenge is to use as much wood 
as possible and yet get variety. 

The architect is taking a leaf 
from his Japanese contempo- 
rary and using the incompara- 
ble texture and coloring of 
wood as a decorative motif. 
However, some solid walls of 
wood, or full expanses of ceil- 
ing running the length of a 
house in the open area theme, 
need a dramatic contrast and a 
refreshing change of pace. 


Impact of Variety. 

The architect is using the 
framing members, the beams 
end posts, to carry the accent. 
And he is getting this impact 
of varity by a very simple de- 
vice: merely by using dark 
stain on the heavier beams and 
posts. 

Douglas fir beams, when 
stained, form a striking relief 
against the beautiful blond col- 
oring of naturally finished west 
coast hemlock ceilings. Here 
is brightness which comes from 
large areas of light colored ex- 
posed wood, and here is drama 
set forth in the stoutness of 
the lines of the dark stained 
framing members 

Vary Pattern. 
_ When the walls are made of 
the same neutral toned hem- 
lock or even Douglas fir, which 
if .nearly as blond but has a 
slightly reddish tint, the effect 
of the heavy stained overhead 
framework in its interesting 
pattern is like completing an 
ensemble with a striking cha- 
peau. This same process is 
effective, too, with redwood,

In other words, you get con-| 
trast with different colors, such | 
as stained beams and natural | 
blond wood; you get it with) 
diagonal lines; you can achieve | 
it with various patterns in 
your wood; and you can also | 
get the result by using con- | 
trasting woods, like cedar walls | 
and hemlock ceilings. 

Although wood is the oldest | 
known building material, man 
is constantly discovering new 
things that wood will do.

Windows can affect the com- | 
fort of a family both physically 
and psychologically, says the 
University of Illinois Small 
Homes Council, Most homes 
need at least twice as much 
glass area as they have. 


Here is a set of new rules 
worked out by the Council for 
ideal windows in the home: 

1. Each room needs glass 
areas in excess of 20 per cent 
of the floor area in each room. 
Much more is desirable on 
cloudy days. 

2. In cool climates, the prin- 


cipal window areas should be | 


placed toward the south, since 


this direction has the brightest | 


sky. In warmer climates, a 


‘northeast orientation will limit 
heat from the sun. 


3. Windows in more than one 
wall -give more effective day- 
lighting than windows in just 
one wall. One large window, 
however, gives a better distri- 
bution of light than the same 
amount of glass space distrib- 


uted around the room. 
4. Windows placed as close 


to the ceiling as possible | 
lengthen the depth of light | 


penetration into a room. i. 


5. At least 10 per cent of the | 
floor area in a room should be | 
matched with windows that 
open. Popular windows of pon- | 
derosa pine are available in| 
many styles that open, includ- 
ing the familiar double-hung 
style that gives effective venti- | 
lation by opening at top and | 
bottom. A further advantage of | 
wood windows is that they can 
be painted or stained to match | 
color schemes inside and out. | 

6. Draperies that cover a 
portion of the window when | 
open can reduce daylight by as | 
much as 75 per cent. Drapery 
hardware should be installed to

The Missouri Chapter of Na- 
ture Conservancy has renewed 
efforts to block construction of | 
Interstate Route 70 through a 
160-acre tract of prairie land 
/near Kingdom City, Mo., Rob- 

ert M. Doerr, president of the 
chapter, announced yesterday. 
Doerr said members of the 
conservation group will ask 
curators of the University of 
Missouri to oppose the plan. 
The university acquired the 
land last year for research pur- 
poses. Doerr said his organi- 
zation also may appeal to Gov. 
dames T. Blair to halt the pro- 
posed highway project. 
Doerr urged that the state 
appreciate the “national scien- 
tific significance” of the 
prairie. The State Highway 
Commission on May 14 re- 
jected a request by Doerr’s 
group and others to reroute the 
proposed highway to avoid in- 
fringing on the prairie land. 
The tract has never been 

plowed and is said to be one of 
the few remaining untouched 
pieces of tall grass prairie. The 
highway would take about 20 
acres of the tract.

TEXAS-TYPE ROUNDUP 
IN MISSOURI 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Steff 


ANCHING WITH A TEXAS TOUCH has gained a lariat 
hold in parts of Missouri's cattle country. The tech- 
nique rode in with Southwestern cattlemen who left 

their drouth- parched ranges for Missouri's greener pas- 
tures in the early 1950s. There are perhaps 25 ranches 
scattered across southern Missouri, mostly in the 2000- 
to - 4000 -acre bracket. 

Typical of the transplanted Texans now raising cattle 
in Missouri is lean and leathery Raymon Kimball, who 
came up from Amarillo a few years ago. His operations 
extend over 5500 acres in three separate locations in the 
southwest corner of the state. When spring roundup time 
rolled around recently, six friends and neighboring 
ranchers pitched in to help him—on the “swap work” 
basis by which many big jobs traditionally are accomp- 
lished on the range. 

For two days, pastures and corrals on two of Kimball's 
locations were the scene of some honest -to- goodness 
wrangling. Horses and men pitted skill and sinew against 
cattle that often — and for understandable reasons — were 
downright ate. 

The days began about 4 a.m. when the members of 
the roundup party would arise at their own homes. After 
breakfasts of Texas proportions, they saddled their horses, 
loaded them in automobile trailers and drove to the site 
of the day’s activity. They aimed to have their chaps 
on and be in the saddle in time to “jerk up” the sun. 


The nine-member group, including Kimball and two 
employes, would ride together about half — across the 
ranch that was to be worked. Then they e into twos- 
and threes, and headed for the far ends. Riding among 
creeks, gullies and clumps of trees and brush, the smaller

radually the strays and wanderers were gathered 
together, and members of the roundup party would re - unite 
— driving the ever growing herd steadily toward the corral. 
There the roundup phase ended, but the toughest work 
was yet to be done. 
the cattle entered the corral, they were counted. 
Then the calves were branded, dehorned and inoculated 
for blackleg and other diseases. Finally all the cattle were 
sprayed with insecticide and sent back to the pastures. 
a a cattlemen usually do not brand their animals 
and are more apt to use dogs than lariats to coax runaways 
back to the fold. 

As the cattle drifted to their favorite feeding 
places, the weary members of the roundup crew loaded 
a oo horses and — after briefly discussing the evening's 

fare—drove home. No nights under the stars with a 
saddle for a pillow. That Texas touch can be carried. only 
so far in Missouri these days.

RANCE, STRUGGLING through its most 
crucial hours since Hitler's invasion in 
1940, stands today as pitiful proof that 

a country cannot escape its problems by 
failure to face up to them. And as that trou- 
bled nation gropes beneath the black clouds 
of piled-up troubles, lands on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain watch anxiously—for 
France is the keystone of the NATO posi- 
tion in Europe. Foclens paralysis of that 
keystone or a gradual crumbling of its ad- 
herence to NATO policies would inflict the 
West with a severe setback in the Cold War. 
The biggest, most complex and most 
“agp of France’s problems is Algeria. 
or nearly four years the crisis there has 
been mounting, as ever larger armies have 
been thrown into a rat gong A and unsuc- 
cessful campaign against the Moslem inde- 
pendence revolt. Weak French govern- 
ments, unable to reach an acceptable plan 
for working out the deep issues involved, 
have yielded more and more to the whims 
of the army commanders in the North Afri- 
can sore spot. 
The army, in common with the 1,200,000 
Algerian residents of French origin, wants 
to crush the rebel movement and retain

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French control over the territory, which in- 
cludes 8,500,000 Moslem inhabitants. 

During France’s recent cabinet crisis, 
the army commanders in Algeria—with sup- 
port from some right-wing French politi- 
cians—broke oer. in effect, from the Paris 
regime. They ed for General Charles 
de Gaulle, World War II hero, to take over 
leadership of France. 

This solidified all eo omep groups, ex- 
cept the extreme right, behind new Premier 
Pierre Pflimlin. The National Assembly 
voted him cabinet powers just short of mar- 
tial law to prevent assumption of authority 
by de , who expressed his willing- 
ness to take the reins of government if they 
were handed to him. ong the programs 
of Pflimlin’s cabinet was firmer action 
against the Moslem rebels. Its biggest prob- 
lem was to keep control in France and some- 
how reassert authority over the army in 
Algeria—and then try to wring out a solu- 
tion to the revolt. 

All along the way are stumbling blocks 
that could put de Gaulle at the helm. But 
whether power goes to him by default or 
remains in the ds of elected officials, 
grave days are ahead for France.

OR A FEW DAYS, Denmark had an 18-year-old 
girl as its monarch. She is Princess Margrethe, 
heir apparent to the throne, who took over as 

regent when King Frederik IX left the country for a 
short visit to England. Authority to rule during her 
ather’s absences came on Margrethe’s eighteenth 
irthday last month. As regent she has the power to 
grant pardons, and to call the nation to arms against 
invaders when Parliament is not in session. 

Born a week after the Nazis invaded Denmark in 
1940, Margrethe was looked upon by the populace 
as a symbol of hope during the occupation. To make 
her eligible for the throne, the Danes in 1953 approved 
an amendment to the constitution permitting rule by 
female descendants of the ruling monarch. Margrethe 
has two younger sisters—Benedikte and Anne-Marie 
—but no brothers. The last reigning Queen in Den- 
mark, which is the oldest continuous kingdom in Eu- 
rope, was Margrethe I. She died in 1412.

Stock Exchange is not obliged to deal with Soviet pré 
miers or hydrogen warfare.

job, he has spent the equivalent of two full years trav- 
eling to spread the word, “Own your share of Ameri- 
can business [by buying stocks].” A New York Finan- 
cial Writers lampoon once amended this to, “Give 
every American the right to own a share in the next 
depression.” 
Now a recession has arrived, but Funston isn’t re- 
trenching. His campaign to draw small investors into 
' the securities market (and to make the market safe for 
the small investor) proceeds full steam ahead. 
America will be a real “people’s democracy” when 
15 million of us have stocks in publicly owned com- 
panies, Funston asserted in a boom-year speech. Dur- 
ing his administration, share ownership has increased 
by one-third to a record 8.6 million. Recession hasn't 
discouraged him from trying to nearly double that 
figure. For “people’s capitalism” (another Funston 
image ) meshes neatly with one feature of the 1958 
lo economic dip — the fact that personal savings now 
are at an all-time high. Some banks have more savings 
M deposits than they can handle. Some, after whipping 
! up thrift fever with advertising gimmicks and jolly 
managers, are thinking of slowing down.

“Our task is to compete successfully for the saver's 
dollar,” says Funston, who at 47 radiates the un- 
tarnished zeal of a college valedictorian (which he 
once was ). Over the long pull, industry needs capital 
in order to expand, Funston reasons. Meanwhile, in- 
flation whittles away at “risk-free” savings. If millions 
of Americans in the lower- and middle-income range 
invest their surplus savings in industry (by buying 
voting shares of corporate securities), the U.S. econ- 
omy will grow while the investors benefit through 
dividends, profits and appreciation. 

Funston’s theories are chapter and verse out of an 
elementary economics course. But how many Ameri- 
cans could pass a midterm quiz? With a $1,100,000- 
a-year advertising budget, and a shower of pamphlets, 
movies and talks beamed at the financially unsophis- 
ticated, Funston strives to close this gap in popular 
education, and “strengthen the ties between Main 
Street and Wall Street.” 

The two long have regarded each other with sus- 
picion. Wall Street, which begins at a river (the East) 
and ends in a cemetery (Trinity Churchyard), has 
had an allure akin to that of a chichi gambling casino 
where the little fellow always gets taken. But nowadays 
the little fellows seem more confident. The last big 
decline in market prices saw few of them exiting in 
panic. Funston and his aides consider this proof that 
Main Street and Wall are indeed growing closer. 


MiP—Success or Flop? 


There also is Funston’s “baby,” the Monthly In- 
vestment Plan, through which stocks can be acquired 
by investing as little as $40 every three months. MIP 
is doing better in the recession, some brokers say. Just 
four years old, it has 65,700 subscribers and has 
brought $80 million into the market. Funston calls it 
a success. 

Yet many brokers deem these statistics small pota- 
toes and feel that MIP “hasn't gotten off the ground.” 
Some won't even handle it. “Funston is an idealist,” 
States one exchange member who admits to a prefer- 
ence for rich customers. “The Stock Exchange a public 


institution?” adds a customer's man for a conservative

firm. “It’s still a clique — one big, exclusive club run 
by the roughest, toughest, dollar-chasing monkeys in 
the country.” 

But the small investor who plays it cautious in the 
market, investing — not trading — in “blue chips,” 
appreciates his newly won acceptance. A stock-owner- 
ship census, taken after Funston’s advent, showed that 
two-thirds of U.S. share-owners earned under $7,500 
a year. In this bracket, substantial lumps of cash are 
hard to roll up at one time. Funston, the son of a Sioux 
Falls, S.D., dentist-turned-banker, recognized this 
basic truth that Wall Street ignored. Result: his “dra- 
matic tool,” MIP. 


He Paid His Own Way 


To the role of interpreter between Main and Wall, 
Funston brought a priceless asset — the experience of 
being broke. His father’s bank failed in 1924. Keith 
put himself through Trinity College in Hartford, 
Conn. (A.B. 1932 and Phi Beta Kappa), and the 
Harvard Graduate School of Business. He financed 
his way with scholarships, profits from an oil stock 
(bought in 1927, sold in '28) and a series of chores 
that included grocer’s helper, dog washer, newspaper 
subscription vendor. None of these kept him from 
Sunday School teaching and fraternity dances. 

He was suggested for successor to retiring Stock 
Exchange president Emil Schram by another “poor boy 
made good,” Sidney Weinberg. Pint-sized alumnus of 
a Brooklyn public school, Weinberg is an investment 
banker, board director and kingly figure in finance. 
Funston’s election was announced May 24, 1951. 

It received mixed notices, “A breath of fresh air,” 
cried those concerned with cleansing the public mem- 
ory of 1929 and Richard Whitney, the Exchange 
president who was jailed in 1938 for misappropriating 
securities. But others were dubious. Several friends 
bluntly informed Funston that he knew nothing about 
the stock business — he was then president of Trinity 
College — and was too old to learn. Funston grins 
when he recalls the bearish prophecy of Barron's, the 
financial-trade Bible. “Mr. Funston has his job cut out 
for him,” Barron's editorialized.

Certainly he was a radical departure from prece 
dent, an “evangelist” compared to “political types” like 
New Dealer Schram and William McChesney Martin. 
Jr. (now chairman of the Federal Reserve Boar< 
“Modest, sincerely friendly, forthright” — cynics and 
admirers apply identical adjectives to Funston. “And 
so-0-0 good-looking.” A gracefully stooped 6'3”, Fun 
ston possesses wavy, graying hair, china-blue eves, 
pearly-toothed smile and the kind of cleft chin anc 
dimples that made a generation of Robert Taylor fan: 
shiver in their saddle shoes. | 

The offer to preside over Wall Street came to him 
“out of the blue,” Funston says. What, then, is th 
formula for his rise to the top? 

As a youngster, he was “loyal, dependable, truthful, 
a brilliant student and a natural leader,” according t« 
testimony from Sioux Falls. Says a Harvard classmat: 
who knew him when he was hesitating between busi 
ness and academic life: “He was a guy who had success 
on his mind.” 


Once a Salesman... 


On his first jobs, with American Radiator Co. and 
Sylvania, Funston established himself as a sales execu 
tive with ideas, loyalty and “a wonderful personalit\ 
Weinberg spotted him in 1941, recruited him to 
Washington as a dollar-a-year War Production Boar 
aide. Later Funston served in the Navy. In 1944. 
Trinity College trustees tapped him for president. H: 
was 33 and, he admits, “knew nothing about the job.” 

Funston made his mark by raising $5 million for 
the college in six years. His “evangelical” secret was 
simply to ask wealthy businessmen — sincerely and 
enthusiastically—for donations. In this period, Wein 
berg proposed him for board director of B. F. Good 
rich and General Foods, positions he resigned when 
he went to the Stock Exchange. 

When he was a college president, Funston and his 
family lived modestly. They still do — now in a Tudor 
house with acres and lake in Greenwich, Conn., 4 
suburb noted for its multimillionaires, millionaire: 
and others hoping to be mistaken for same. Typically. 
on Sunday nights the Funstons — including wil 
Betty; Peggy, 15; Gail, 12; Keith, Jr., 8 — observ 
the ritual of popping corn. 

_On his protégé’s seventh presidential anniversary. 
Weinberg declares: “Public trust in the New York 
Stock Exchange as an honest market place is Keith 
Funston’s monument.” Yet attitudes linger. Last week. 
a taxi driver discharging a passenger at 11 Wall (th: 
Exchange ) was seen to wink and urge, “Pick up som 
good tips!”

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Paula Jean Myers faces a challenge...

ENCINO, CALIF. 
It had happened many times before, but this time it 
hurt the most. With just two more dives to go in the 
high-diving championships at the 1956 Olympics, pert 
Paula Jean Myers had.a 6-point lead over world cham- 
pion Pat McCormick. “But then,” says Paula Jean, 
“I did only fair, Pat did well — and I lost.” 

Losing to Pat McCormick was nothing new for 
Paula Jean (shown diving on today's cover). During 
the previous five years she had faced Pat in some 
dozen U.S. and Olympic diving championships, plus 
a slew of West Coast meets, and beaten her only three 
times. “But losing at the Olympics was the worst,” says 
Paula Jean. “I was so close to winning, to showing all 
the world that I could do it.” 

When Pat was announced the Olympic high-diving 
champion, P.J.— as everyone calls her — dashed 
over and shook her hand. “I smiled for the cameramen. 
What else could I do? It isn't very sportsmanlike to 
bust out crying at the Olympics. But afterwards I went 
off by myself and cried till it hurt.” 

Not long after that, Pat retired. The year 1957 saw 
P.J. grab off every diving title in sight. She won 16 
straight championships, including the national AAU 
indoor and outdoor crowns. But this spring, at the in- 
door championships, she finished second instead of 
first in the two diving events. Again she looked like the 
girl who's destined to be a bridesmaid, not the bride. 

This summer, though, P.J. will be out to prove she 
deserves the title — U.S. diving queen — that Pat

relinquished to her. Safs her coach, Lyle Draves of 
the Encino Swim Club here: “Now that school’s out.

SAFER SURGERY

Last month, former President Herbert Hoover under- 
went surgery for removal of his gall bladder. The next 
day he sat up in bed. Soon his doctors gave him per- 
mission to arise at 2 a.m., as he normally does, to 
spend two hours at work, solitaire and reading before 
going back to sleep. 

Mr. Hoover is 83 years old. 

Four years ago, former President Harry S$. Truman 
was operated on for removal of his appendix and gall 
bladder. At the time it was an emergency. Fully recov- 
ered, he has been active ever since. 

Mr. Truman is 74. 

Two years ago, President Eisenhower underwent 
surgery for relief of an intestinal obstruction. He re- 
sumed some of his duties four days later. 

lke is 67. 

These three Presidential examples point up one of 
the most heartening facts of health today: No matter 
how old you are, you can benefit from the new won- 
ders of life-saving surgery. Consider these develop- 
ments: 

1) Patients at ages 60, 70, 80, 90 and beyond are 
undergoing surgery routinely today (mostly for hip, 
stomach, colon, breast and prostate ailments). A gen- 
eration ago, this was virtually unheard of. 

2) Some of the same patients who were refused 
surgery as bad risks in their 60s now are being oper- 
ated on safely in their 70s. 

3) Today the mortality rate in operations of the 
aged is as low as 5 per cent. A generation ago it was 
three to four times that. An elderly patient now 
has about a 95 per cent chance of pulling through. 

These striking facts are vital to every age. If you 
are older, they mean you can face surgery with confi- 
dence. If you are younger, they should ease your fears 
for a parent or relative ——- not to mention for yourself, 
later on. In any case they offer one more proof of the 


cumulative value of constant effort by uncounted 
workers in many areas — doctors, research scientists, 
technicians and many others — over a period of 
years. And that work still is going on. 

To get the hopeful story of surgery’s new accom- 
plishments, PARADE surveyed medical centers across 
the U.S. Everywhere the picture was the same: better, 
safer surgery for more and more elderly persons. Here 
is how medical scientists themselves sum up the three 
main areas of achievement: 

Anesthesiology. New, precision methods mean that 
today the surgeon can operate for up to 12 hours or 
even longer while safe anesthesia keeps the patient 
asleep. A generation ago, such lengthy operations were 
almost unknown. As one surgeon points out, “Years 
ago, we had six or seven minutes to do an amputation. 


If we took any longer, the patient died.” 


The Beauty of Half-sieep 


One remarkable development in this field involves 
“light” anesthesia, which can be especially useful with 
older persons. Years ago, when patients were put into 
deep sleep, their hearts and lungs were affected. Often 
the heart failed and the patient died. 

Today we have light, perfectly controlled leveis of 
anesthesia. It can be so delicately administered that 
the patient is in a half-sleep during the surgery itself. 
There is a complete absence of pain — yet the pa- 
tient’s eyes may be open at least part of the time and 
he may be able to answer questions by nodding “yes” 
or “no.” Or anesthetics can be administered so exactly 
that he is entirely “out” for the operation, yet awake 
before leaving the operating room. 

New instruments let the anesthesiologist keep con- 
stant tabs on the patient's pulse rate and the amount 
of oxygen reaching his brain. The anesthesiologist can 
“breathe” for the patient, via a tube inserted into the 
windpipe during surgery. A variety of muscle relax- 
ants, unavailable a generation ago, eases the operation.

The choice of sedatives is so broad today that the 
anesthesiologist can tailor their use to the individual 
patient's special needs. 

Research offers hope of at least two further deve! 
opments for operating-room use. One is an electronic 
device to measure blood loss in surgery, saving tim: 
and trouble for the operating team. The second is 
machine to give constant readings of the patient 
blood pressure while he is undergoing the operation 

Actually, in the past generation anesthesiology has 
emerged as a science. This means the surgeon no 
longer must rush “in and out” of an operation. Today 
he can be far more careful, take much more time. \t 
any age, patients benefit accordingly. 

The pre-operative period. Older patients may havc 
one or more illnesses besides the one for which sur 
gery is to be performed. They may be more tired, run 
down or weak than younger patients in the same sit 
uation. Thus they may need a pre-operative “build-up ' 
before going to the operating room. 

This now is done by means of careful diet contro! 
(knowledge of nutrition has zoomed in the past de: 
ade), by giving blood When necessary and by con 
trolling vital body fluids. The last can be especial! 
important. Years ago, relatively little was known about 
body fluids and their special tasks. Today, pre-opera 
tively, doctors make sure the patient does not becom: 
dehydrated. They guard against potassium imbalance, 
which can lead to heart or kidney “shutdown” and 
death during and after surgery. They carefully con 
trol the acid-alkali balance in the body, also to prevent 
complications later. 

Sometimes hormones are administered to bolster 
the patient's glandular system, particularly if it has 
been injured by disease in the past. Currently re 
search is underway on a method of using hormones 
to predict — pre-operatively — how the patient will 
tole-ate certain types of surgery. 

In addition, pre-operatively, new drugs can be uscd 
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moved. Shortly afterward, the former President was working, —__

to sterilize the intestinal tract. After stomach opera- 
tions, this means fewer complications — possibly 
fatal ones. 

The post-operative period. Today,. post-operative 
elderly patients often are taken to “recovery rooms” 
immediately after surgery. The recovery room is a 
little hospital in itself, equipped to deal effectively 
with post-operative emergencies. Prompt recovery- 
room care has saved marty lives. A decade ago such 
facilities were almost unknown. 

Before the age of the antibiotics — which date 
from the mid-1940s -—— post-operative infections, a 
threat to life, precluded surgery of many conditions of 
the elderly. New drugs virtually have wiped out pneu- 
monias and other chest disorders. 

Years ago, elderly patients were kept in bed follgw- 
ing surgery for days or even weeks. That no longer is 
the rule. An older person is helped from his bed as 
soon as possible. One result is fewer dangerous blood 
clots from long immobilization. 


The Picture is Good 


Still other developments play a part in surgery’s new 
miracles. There are tests to determine blood volume of 
the elderly patient in surgery, new findings concerning 
blood-protein factors in the elderly, the comparatively 
new science of rehabilitation of the aged. Put them 
all together and you get a fact like this: 

Today, in U.S. hospitals, successful surgery on pa- 
tients past 60 is up 25 to 100 per cent over only 10 
or 15 years ago. 

Another facet to the same picture is a little story 
told by a New York surgeon, Dr. Arthur Aufses. It 
seems that in 1948 he performed what was then a 
rare chest operation on an 83-year-old woman. The 
other day he was out walking when an elderly lady 
stopped him to inquire, “Doctor, don’t you remember 
me?” It was the same patient — 93, and still going 
strong. a

As a teenager, Lana was in love with love 
and crazy about boys who had money or looks 
or the biggest cars. She rarely had money her- 
self — her mother found the going tough — 
and for a while Lana worked as a waitress at 
The Eagle’s Nest, a lunch-bar hangout near 
the high school. Close friends were not sur- 
prised when Lana went to Hollywood and 
was “discovered.” The publicized story of 
Lana's “accidental discovery” in an ice-cream 
parlor is only partly true. Her mother always 
had planned a show-business career for her. 

These glimpses of Lana’s background may 
partially explain her later affiliation with 
Stompanato. They point up her need for mas- 
culine companionship and admiration. 


Pick-up by Phone 


Stompanato lived by his good looks, ex- 
tracting money from frustrated and suscepti- 
ble women. He came upon the scene last year 
after Lana’s fifth marriage, to actor Lex 
Barker, had ended in divorce. 

If you move in the right Hollywood circles, 
it's easy to obtain the phone number of a 
movie queen. Stompanato had quite a few. 
Phoning Lana one evening, he said, “I've 
heard so much about you. How about having 
a drink with me?” Lana’s first reaction was 
proper and negative. But eventually, by phon- 
ing three or four times a week, Stompanato 
wore her down. They met, and Lana was 
charmed by his looks. He thereupon moved 
into Lana's life and refused to move out. 

What did Lana see in Stompanato? Clinton 
Anderson, chief of Beverly Hills Police, says, 
“You know how some women are. They like 
to have a man around. Lana was working 
hard, leading a respectable life. Then Stom- 
panato came along. We knew what was going 
on. But what could we do? We couldn't inter- 
vene until the roof fell in.” 

Is Lana Turner typical of leading Holly- 
wood actresses? Are many others just as badly 
adjusted in their relationships with men? 

A leading Hollywood psychiatrist told 
PARADE, “Many actresses choose mates whom 
they do not love but whom they want to love 
them. What they say in effect is, ‘1 am so 
beautiful you must love me.’ The only type 
of man who will buy that is crooked, imma- 
ture, subnormal or psychopathic.” 

Where do most Hollywood husbands come 
from? Many are actors eager and ambitious 
for success, or charming, unskilled men who 
want an actress to manage, or operators who 
intend to use an actress-wife as a bargaining 
tool in the climb to Hollywood success. 

A veteran private detective here claims 
that many actresses are so intent upon using 
their husbands purely as chattel or as pro- 
fessional escorts that they never realize that 
their husbands also intend to use them. 

“Take Ginger Rogers,” he offers. “She goes 
to Paris a few years ago and brings back this 
big strapping French youngster, Jacques 
Bergerac. He’s 15 or 20 years younger than 
she is, and I think he used to work as a hotel 
clerk. Ginger takes him down to Palm 


AVA GARDNER, here looking svelte, admits she’s 
jealous, possessive and a “lousy” picker of men. 


Springs, gets her agent to fix him up with a 
contract at MGM. Soon they're married. How 
long can such a marriage last? The minute 
he gets any kind of break he’s going to rebel. 
That's exactly what happened.” 


A columnist who used to be an actress her- ° 


self told PARADE, “It’s easy to call Lana 
Turner or Ginger Rogers silly and fatuous. 
But look at all the other actresses who have 
taken young husbands. Greer Garson mar- 
ried Richard Ney. Ann Sothern married Bob 
Sterling. Bette Davis married William Sherry. 
Barbara Stanwyck married Bob Taylor. All 
ended in divorce. As a matter of fact, there's 
hardly an actress in Hollywood who hasn't 
been divorced at least once.” 


Formula for Happiness 


The most happily married actresses in Hol- 
lywood are those who have just about retired, 
or those who—like Ann Blyth, Cyd Charisse, 
Hope Lange, Jane Wyatt, Rosemary Clooney 
— look on their careers as secondary to mar- 
riage. 

Where an actress holds her career in 
higher regard than she does her husband 
“I can always get another husband, but where 
can I get another career?” is a favorite crack 
of such girls — then the marriage has about 
as much chance for happiness as Lana 
Turner had with Johnny Stompanato. 

Unfortunately, Hollywood has too many 
actresses who, despite protests to the con- 
trary, are more in love with money and the 
starry heights than marriage and the steady

HE ARTIST whose work is sampled on these pages 

may be creating masterpieces for tomorrow — or 
pulling one of the great hoaxes of today. With mod- 
ern art, it’s hard to be sure. Georges Mathieu's paint- 
ings look like blobs thrown at the canvas because that’s 
just what they are. They may be striking, evocative, 
haunting, but they're still produced by hurling paint- 
brushes at canvas javelin-style. Mathieu himself, a 
dedicated eccentric, lives in a stately villa on the edge 
of town with a page whose duties include keeping the 
busts of famous personages turned to the wall.

LONGVIEW, WASH. 
it takes a Douglas fir tree 150 to 200 vears to reach its 
full 4-foot girth and 200-foot height. It takes about a 
week to cut it down with a chain saw, truck, rail and 
float it $0 miles to a sawmill, slice it into lumber, cure 
it in a kiln and pack it into boxcars for shipping and 
use in home-building. How these giant trees are re- 
duced to manageable and useful dimensions provided 
a fascinating, educational —- and economical — vaca- 
tion stopover here recently for the Virgil Rogers familv. 

At Longview, 50 miles northwest of Portland, Ore.., 
Weyerhaeuser Timber Co. operates one of the world’s 
largest wood-processing plants, including sawmills, 
pulp mills, plywood plant, prefabricating plant, chemi 
cal and bark-products plants. The operation stretches 
for two miles along the Columbia River. A guided 
tour of the plant takes about three hours. 

“This kind of thing is great for kids.” said Virgil 
Rogers after guide Glee Ann Gardner had conducted 
the family through the mill. “They ask the most sensi- 
ble questions and pick up the best information. Onl 
they don’t think of it as a lesson.” 


Resources Spell Progress 


\ visit to Weverhacuser or to anv of the thou 
sands of U.S. industries that welcome visitors is a 
lesson, a lesson about America. Natural resources, like 
the mountainside cathedrals of Douglas firs here, and 
industry, which capitalized on them, explain the rise 
of 13 backwoods colonies to world economic power. 
Industrial smokestacks are the backbone of the nation: 
industry provides millions of jobs, billions in income, 
hundreds of billions in. goods. 

As you and your family travel this summer, you'll 
hind thousands of industries eager to show off. ( Best 
bet is to write ahead to the Chamber of Commerce of 
the city or cities you plan to visit, asking for a list of 
plant tours.) You can see industry of all types, and 
you'll find it a cheap way to learn about America, 
since most tours are free, 

Perhaps you'll want to include an industry near 
vour home. Perhaps, if your vacation takes you to the 
Northwest, you'll want to visit one of the 10 Weyer- 
haeuser plants which welcome visitors. (Weyer 
haeuser Timber Co., Tacoma Bldg., Tacoma 1, Wash., 
can furnish a full list. West Coast Lumbermen’s Assn., 
1410 S.W. Morrison, Portland 5, Ore., lists other 
plants with guided tours. ) 

Here are some of the things that interested the 
Rogers family — Virgil, his wife Marian and their

— during their tour here.

pressure (1,400-lb.) water stream, removing bark 
without damaging the wood. 

e A massive band saw, 59 feet long, that could chew 
through logs 7 feet thick. 

e A plywood machine which “peeled” logs, convert- 
ing them into continuous sheets as thin as one-tenth 
of an inch. 

e An impressive battery of machines that could slice, 
square, sort and stack semi-finished lumber. 

e A hard-working crew of 4,200 employes who made 
the machines go. 

The family talked to the mill's key man, George 
Gilles, 69. As chief sawyer, Gilles quarterbacks the 
giant mill's whole operation from a tiny booth full of 
buttons and levers. His “head rig,” a huge band saw, 
makes the first cut into the log. Gilles must judge 
quickly from that cut how the log should be cut 
further to get the most valuable lumber from it. To 
date, he has cut more than 2 billion feet of lumber. 

On a catwalk above the head rig, the family began 
their tour. The children were full of questions. “How 
do you stand the noise?” 
plugs.) “How much lumber do vou make a day?” 
(1,250,000 board feet, enough for 150 three-bedroom 


(Many emploves wear ear 


houses.) “What's the biggest tree vou ever had?” 
(1042 feet across.) “What happens to the scraps?” 
( They're converted into pulp.) “What happens to the 
bark?” (Valuable chemicals, which can be used to 
prevent food spoilage, are extracted from it. Chips can 
be used for molding, glue and insulation. 

Almost every splinter of the tree is used, the Rogers 
discovered. About 20 per cent — top, limbs and small 
bits —- remains in the woods. Three-fourths of the 
rest goes into lumber. The other 25 per cent goes into 
pulp manufacture and ends up as paper. 

The logging camps, of course, were off limits to 
visitors, but the family did visit the St. Helens Tree 
Farm, which feeds the operation at Longview. Here 
foresters explained modern, scjentific timbering: big

blocks are cleared completely, but other blocks of trees 
are left standing to reseed the area naturally. 

And in this vicinity, the family capitalized on an 
other Weverhacuser service. Traveling with tent and 
camp gear, they pitched camp in Harry E. Morgan 
Park, on State Route 1-R, one of 22 such parks main- 
tained by the company and open to the public. (You 
can obtain a full list of these parks by writing Weyer 
haeuser. You can find out about parks operated by 
other firms from the West Coast Lumbermen’s Assn. 


Fish and a Picnic 


The 10-by-12 umbrella tent went up near the north 
fork of the Toutle River. Gavyland, a young outdoors 
man, and his dad were able to fish for steelhead and 
trout nearby. Firewood was furnished. (The nation's - 
largest timber producer hires a private logger to do 
this.) There were fireplaces and picnic tables 

These park areas are one answer to the forest-hre 
problem. By concentrating campers and picnickers at 
patrolled spots, they cut down the possibilities of tires 
in remote areas. Begun only a tew vears ago, the plan 
has been spreading widely. 

The four Rogers staved in the park only two nights, 
for there was more vacation to come. But when the

99 years is too 


Recalling five years in isolation, an ex-thief says 


Not long ago, in a report on prison reform, 
the Prison Association of New York as- 
serted that merely keeping felons locked 
up is not the function of a prison. : 
But a man who once spent five straight 
years in solitary confinement challenges 
that assertion. He is Arthur Barry, im- 
prisoned during the 1920s for looting 
wealthy homes of more than $5 million in 
gems. Says Barry: “As far as the wardens 
and guards are concerned, it is the fune- 
tion of a prison. Their job is done when 


_ every man is locked up in his cell and 


accounted for.” 

Barry's five years in solitary is a hith- 

erto unrecorded chapter in his crime ca- 
reer. It did not end when he was sentenced 
to 25 years in the maximum-security 
prison at Auburn, N.Y. In 1929, he and 
three other convicts shot their way out in 
a break that triggered one of the worst 
prison riots in history. Recaptured, he 
was sentenced to seven years for escape, 
five to be spent in solitary. 
* Today a respected citizen with a job and 
a deep interest in problems of juvenile 
delinquency and prison rehabilitation, 
Barry here tells this story for the first 
time.—THE EDITORS 


being returned to Auburn prison, out of which 
he had shot his way three years before. 


OLITARY confinement is a deliberate 
Ss effort to break a prisoner’s spirit so 
that he will conform to rules and regula- 
tions. 

It is total isolation. I was in my cell 
seven days a week. I ate my meals there. 
I was, not permitted in the exercise yard 
but was taken to a cage en the prison roof 
for an hour a day. I was allowed one bath 
a week. I could not work or attend church. 
| could write one letter a week and was 
given books, but no newspapers. 


Quiet — or Else 


And so I spent 23 hours a day in that 
6’-by-8’ cell. Always I had to fight the im- 
pulse to scream or bang my head against 
the wall. I soon learned that this kind of a 
“break-up act” would bring the guards 
down the line shooting tear gas into the 
cells to quiet things down. 

It is true that some of the inmates’ out- 
bursts were phony, staged just to get out 
of isolation and into the hospital. But most 
were real. I saw about 20 men taken out 
of isolation — some in strait jackets — 
in a state of screaming insanity. 

But there was another form of escape. 
A man would lapse into what is known as

prison stupor,” which is living death. 
Failing to keep his mind active, the pris 
oner retreats into the past and graduall) 
loses contact with reality. In prison lingo, 
he is “ready for the straw hat” — the 
mental institution. 

Yet for some, even that wasn't the end 
of the line. I know men who fully reco 
cred under treatment in the mental hos 
pital, regained their freedom and are now 
living normal lives. I also know men who 
inished their sentences in solitary, then 
came out into a “dog-eat-dog” world bit- 
terly hating all officers of the law and 
everything they stand for. 

During my five years, there was onc 
period when I was out of my cell and into 
something worse than solitary. It hap- 
pened that, in the cell next to mine, there 
Was a fellow who was mad at himself and 


the world at large. As soon as the lights. 


were turned off at night he would start 
kicking the wall and keep on kicking until 
daylight. His way of getting even, I guess. 
\fter several nights of this, I was afraid 
| really was going to crack up. 

One day I met this fellow in the cor- 
ridor on the way to my weekly bath. He 
made some sarcastic remark. Jittery from

those sleepless nights, | blew my top and 
belted him in the mouth. 

That meant the “cooler” tor me. This 
was a black, rectangular hole in the 
wall. There, dressed only in underwear 
and socks, | slept on the damp, bitterly 
cold floor. The blanket | was given cov- 
ered me only from my neck to my ankles. 
My “meals” consisted of two thin slices of 
bread and two glasses of water a day. | 
spent 10 days in the cooler. There was one 
small satisfaction: They told me I broke 
that fellow of his kicking habit. It was a 
tough price to pay for peace and quiet. 


Nightmare of Pain 


The next time | left my cell for an ex- 
tended period | was carried out to the 
prison hospital. For weeks I had suffered 
an agonizing pain in my right side. | 
begged the guard to call the prison doctor, 
but he thought I was faking and ignored 
me. It wasduring the winter, with the 
temperature 18 below outside and close 
to zero in the unheated cell. 

Finally, when I no longer could get out 
of bed, the guard decided I really was 
sick and sent for the doctor. He discov- 
ered I had an infected gall bladder and 


rushed me straight to the operating table. 

Back in solitary after I recovered, I was 
weak and shaky, perilously close to break- 
ing up. To keep my mind active, | men- 
tally built and furnished the house | 
hoped to live in when I got out. 

There is a curious twist to this. You 
retain your sanity at a price, so to speak. 
The constant turmoil of thoughts makes 
it more and more difficult to sleep. After 
long solitary confinement, it will take a 
man years to learn how to sleep again. 

Along with all my planning, I kept try- 
ing to devise some practical scheme to get 
out. Finally I decided to go right to the 
top. | wrote the New York State Commis- 
sioner of Correction: “Either put me to 
work, transfer me or shoot me. | don't give 
a damn which you do.” 

It wasn’t that I felt I was going to break. 
For that matter, I don’t think another year 
or another five years in solitary could 
have broken me. But I wanted to get out 
of there. 


| Kept My Word 


When the Commissioner came to Au 
burn on one of his regular visits, he sent 
for me and said: “Barry, if we give you a 
chance, will you pull another 1929 act?” 

He meant the prison break. I answered: 
“Mr. Commissioner, I have no intention 
of doing anything like that, and if you'll 
give me a chance I'll prove it.” 

Subsequently | was transferred to an 
other maximum-security prison at Attica, 
N.Y., where I was put with the regular 
prison population. There | served the re 
maining 12 years of my sentence. To this 
day, I have kept my word to the Commis 
sioner, to those who believed in me 
and to myself. 

| have thought a lot about rehabilita 
tion, and these are my conclusions: 

e The way to rehabilitate a prisoner is to 
give him something to look forward to. 
When, for example, a man is given 99 to 
100 vears, or two natural life sentences, 
he loses all hope. 

e The law that compels a judge to im 
pose that kind of a sentence should be 
taken off the books. 

e All sentences should be indeterminate, 
Starting with one year and going up to 
what the judge thinks is reasonable. That 
will give the prisoner hope — some 
reason to rehabilitate himself — and his 
own efforts then will regulate his time in 
prison. 

e Let the prisoner finish his sentence 
under strict parole, outside, where his 
freedom will last just so long as he be 
haves himself. That, by the way, would 
save taxpayers the $700 we spend each 
vear to keep each man in prison. 

You may ask if solitary confinement did 
me any good. I say solitary never did any- 
thing constructive for anybody. But it can 
do something else: make a hopeless rebel

LATIN AMERICA STILL IS PRODUCING... , 


The world’s richest

Not too long ago, ex-dictator Juan Domingo Peron of 
Argentina occupied a hotel suite in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela. Outside the door, a silver plaque read: Vuelve 
Perén (Perén will return). But this January the slo- 
ganeer had to pack his bags and follow his former host 
to new exile. Marcos Pérez Jiménez, dictator of Vene- 
zuela, also had been thrown out. 

Was this the begining of the end for the old-time 
Latin American dictator? Was the legendary “man on 
horseback” making his last ride? 

Within a scant five years no less than five south-of- 
the-border strong men have left on the run, taking 
with them as consolation an estimated billion dollars. 
Their three remaining dictatorial colleagues have 
reason to shiver in their boots. So, at least, say such 
informed observers as Dr. German Arciniegas of Co- 
lumbia University. Says he: “The Latin countries, 
once isolated from democratic influences from abroad, 
fell into the hands of money-grabbing gangsters. To- 
day, real democratic forces are at work. These men 
cannot last.” _ 

Meanwhile, five ex-dictators are “on the lam” with 
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unlimited funds. Who are they? Where are they? 
@ Jacobo Arbenz Guzman, handsome, leftist strong 
man of Guatemala, took power in 1950. When anti- 
Communist forces overthrew him in July, 1954, he 
lost a fast-amassed personal fortune estimated at $5 
million. But Arbenz, recently reported in Uruguay, 
still has deposits abroad — estimated at “plenty.” 

@ Juan Domingo Peron, 62, is said to owm not merely 
a silver plaque but some $700 million, largely stashed 
away in U.S. and European banks. When he fled 
Argentina in September, 1955, he left 400 suits, 14 
autos, four palatial homes, several hideouts and $20 
million in cash — apparently without even wincing. _ 
When he showed up in Venezuela in 1956, he carried 
an estimated $175 million in cash. 

e Paul E. Magliore, 50, big-chested former President 
of Haiti, ruled behind the scenes for four years prior 
to his election in 1950. His paternal approach won 
him such epithets as “Iron Pants” and “Good Papa” 
—- until his ouster in December, 1956, after report- 
edly skimming $12 million off the top of public-works 
projects. Today he lives in New York City.

when a rigged election backfired, Rojas was deposed 
and fled to Spain with a reported $25 million. 

e Marcos Pérez Jiménez, 43, plump former boss of 
Venezuela, left this January after five years of rule. 
“P.J.,” whose pastimes were said to include the pur- 
suit of teen-age playmates on one of his 30 motor 
scooters, decamped to the Dominican Republic with a 
reputed $247 million. Recently he was reported buy- 
ing a $400,000 home in Miami Beach, Fla. 

These five examples might well sober the three who 
still sit shakily astride their white horses. Yet to out- 
ward appearances they're still living in the free- 
wheeling, free-stealing past. 

Informed sources set the private fortune of Cuba's 
Fulgencio Batista at $100 million—allegedly derived 
from gambling and real-estate deals. Paraguay's Gen. 
\lfredo Stroessner, boss of an impoverished land, pre- 
sumably is getting what he can. So is the Dominican 
Republic’s Rafael Trujillo, who has rather larger op 
portunities (though his nephew Hector is the coun- 
try's “elected” president).

A career job for 


youth after school 


Not going to college? This experience may help you 


Today, many girls are finishing high school, 
not planning on college, but refusing to settle 
for “just a job.” They are training for and 
getting career jobs — work they can get some 
satisfaction out of now, and can go back to in 
later years if they wish. 

Pretty, slender, brown-haired Marigayle 
Failor, 20, is one of these. 

Eighteen months after being graduated 
from Lemoyne High School, Harrisburg, Pa., 


she had her diploma from the Harrisburg 
Institute of Medical Arts. She now is medical 
assistant to two doctors, general practitioner 
Stanley Wetmore and pediatrician Virginia 
Williams. She started at $50 a week, good 
for Harrisburg, and she stretches her salary 
by living at home and walking to work. 

At the office she is the entire staff. She 
prepares patients for examinations, sterilizes 
instruments for her bosses’ use, does rotitine

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lab tests. She also is the receptionist, writes 
the letters and keeps the books. 

“Handling frantic telephone calls baffled 
me at first,” she confesses. By now Marigayle, 
who has a sweet gentle voice, has learned 
how to advise and comfort a patient or a pa- 
tient’s worried parents. 

“I like talking to people,” she told me. “I 
like being around them. I guess I just like 
people.” This, her school counselor says, is 
one of the first requirements for anyone in 
the health field. 

Medical assistants are in high demand. 
Every member of Marigayle’s class at the In- 
stitute had a job before graduation. They 
work in hospitals, insurance companies and 
health clinics, as well as for physicians in 
private practice. The larger the city, the 
higher the salary is apt to be. One of Mari- 
gavle’s friends, three years out of school, is 
making $100 a week in Philadelphia. 

Though it is possible to begin as an ap- 
prentice and learn on the job, Marigayle de- 
cided that the $500 and 18 months needed 
for a course was worth the solid start it would 
give her. (It now is $600 and 24 months.) 
Emphasis at her school is on lab skills, medi- 
cal terminology and nursing techniques. 
Basic secretarial training also is required. 


She’s Not.a Nurse 


“School is terrific,” Marigayle told me. “! 
loved every minute of it. And I landed this 
job six months before I graduated.” 

All her life Marigayle had been interested 
in medicine. But nursing didn’t appeal to 
her. She didn’t want to spend eight years 
getting an M.D. And “medical secretary” 
sounded more “secretary” than “medical.” 

Then, during her junior year in high 
school, she went to a Career Night. That's 
when people from various professions and 
trades describe their-jobs and tell about the 
requirements — and the rewards. 

Marigayle was astonished to learn that 
there were more than 150 different oppor- 
tunities in the health field for men and 
women. When “medical assistant” was de- 
scribed, she was almost certain it was what 
she wanted. “I was amazed. It seemed to have 
everything I had been looking for.” 
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Marigayle Failor (1.) of Harrisburg, Pa., helps her pediatrician boss. 


The variety in the job, the opportunity to 
help people, even the hours appealed to her. 

She’s on duty about 35 hours a week, but 
not the usual business hours — 10 to 4:30 
Mondays, Wednesdays, Fridays; Thursday, 
Saturday, Sunday afternoons off; on duty 
three nights a week, from 7 to 9. 

Marigavle is engaged to a nice fellow who's 
studying to be a teacher. She intends to work 
after they're married — at least for a while. 
“I can't imagine giving up my career quite 
yet.” 

Now, here are four tips from Marigayle 
for high-school students seeking careers. 


Look — Then Settle Down 


1) Be curious. Be broadminded. Look 
into all sorts of opportunities — even ones 
you're pretty sure you don’t want. Chances 
are you don’t know how many different ones 
there are. Here’s where your school coun- 
selor can be a big help. ° 

2) When you think you've found some- 
thing you like, investigate it. Talk to some- 
body who does this kind of work. Learn the 
bad things about it as well as the good ones. 
You owe it to yourself as well as your em- 
plover not to leap into something blind. 

3) Even if you think you know what you 
want, keep an open mind — at least while 
you still are in high school. Things may 
change. Maybe you'll go to college after all. 
Something may come up that you like better. 

4) Once vou start work, or start training 
for your work, settle down. Stop thinking of 
all the other things you might have done. Stick 
to vour choice — at least until you have 
given it a fair trial. Maybe at times you won't 
like it. But that's to be expected of any job. 
It's a waste of your talents, your money and 
your time to skip from school to school or 
from job to job.
